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ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 
AT ITS MEETING, TUESDAY, APRIL 14TH, 1891. 


—— THE following elected members were present: The Right Rev. Drs. 
Whitaker, Niles, Scarborough and Rulison; the Rev. Drs. Hoffman, Satterlee, 
Shipman, Applegate and Brown and the Rev. Mr. Brewster; and Messrs. Coffin, 
Stark, Vanderbilt, Low, King, Chauncey, Swayne and Brown. Bishop Niles 
was called to the chair. 


Communications were received from the Presiding Bishop, one of 
which announced that Mr. Chapman’s election to the Episcopate of Alaska had 
failed to be confirmed, twenty-one of the Standing Committees refusing confir- 
mation, all of whom said that the refusal was not on personal, but simply on 
canonical grounds. Another letter nominated the Rev. William B. Gordon for 
a year from the expiration of his present appointment. In connection with 
this it was 

Resolved: That the Rev. William B. Gordon, nominated by the Presiding Bishop, be 
and hereby is appointed for a fifth year under the resolution of the Board of Missions as 
the ‘‘ clergyman of this Church to whom shall be assigned the duty of counselling and 
guiding the work of those Presbyters and readers in Mexico who have asked for the fos- 
tering care of this Church to be extended to them as a mission”—this action to take 
effect when a sufficient sum of money is secured for his salary and travelling expenses. 


—— A letter was read from Bishop Whipple, dated at Mentone, France, 
March 16th, in which he finds much to encourage him with respect to the 
coming of the Kingdom of our Lord. He alludes to Christian work as he has 
dbserved it on the continent, and adds: 

That which interested me more than all was my visit to the dear school in Athens, 
founded by the Rev. Dr. Hill of blessed memory. . . . Temples and statues which 
were the admiration of the world are crumbling to decay, but this temple of redeemed 
hearts, built up with Christ as the Corner-stone, will last for eternity. 


The Bishop speaks most approvingly of Miss Marion Muir and her work. 

—— An invitation was extended to the members of this Society to attend 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of the American Bible Society on the afternoon of 
May 13th, when representatives of various missionary societies are expected to 
be present and to speak words of greeting. 


'—— Letters with regard to the missionary work in their respective juris- 
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dictions were received from six of the Bishops in the United States, in connec- 
tion with which necessary action was taken. 

—— The Rev. Jules L. Prevost, who was graduated at the Philadelphia 
Divinity School a year ago and spent last summer in Alaska studying the work 
there, was appointed a missionary to serve on the Yukon river, and will sail 
from San Francisco about the middle of May. 

—- Correspondence was submitted from Bishop Boone and Bishop Fer- 
guson, and from a number of the missionaries in the Foreign field. Portions 
of this have been and will be published. ‘The Rev. E. H. Thomson has re- 
sumed the oversight of the evangelistic work of the Shanghai district. Reports 
were submitted of the mid-year examinations of the schools of St. John’s Col. 
lege and St. Mary’s Hall, Shanghai. Mr. Robert K. Massie was appointed a 
missionary to China, to take effect upon the completion of his theological 
studies and his ordination; the means having been specifically contributed for 
the expenses for one year. The secretary of the Standing Committee in Japan 
and all the members of the mission heard from by this mail express their great 
gratification at the appointment by the House of Bishops of Bishop Hare. He 
was to be given a reception by the Japanese Christians in Tokyo, which they 
have arranged for upon their own motion. These letters state that there will 
be no question touching Bishop Hare’s jurisdiction in the work of our own mis- 
sion, and that Bishop Bickersteth (of the English Church) is much relieved 
that an American Bishop is to share with him the responsibility in the synod 
of the Japan Church. A letter from the Rev. Mr. Tyng presses the supreme 
importance of the proper training of the students in theology, and says that 
this is one of the questions that will be urged before the mission conference, 
which by this time has been held. The faculty of the theological school have 
written to the Rev. Arthur R, Morris, asking him to come back for at least two 
more years, and saying that his resignation was a great grief to them. They 
do not know how to fill his place. It isa serious question how to carry on the 
work which he has been doing. 

—— The following resolution was adopted with regard to the Church Mis- 
sions House: 

Resolved: That the site now owned by the Society, Nos. 279, 281 and 283 Fourth 
Avenue, be disposed of with a view to the acquisition of another site forthe Church Mis- 
sions House. 

It was also referred to the committee on building the house to seek for 
another and, under present circumstances, more eligible site. 


THE RESPONSE OF THE BISHOPS. 


THE Presiding Bishop’s appeal for the treasury of General Missions has 
met with a hearty response from Bishops in portions of the Church which are 
largely or wholly missionary ground. We have copies of thirty or more pastoral 
letters of Bishops, who earnestly exhort every parish and mission within their’ 
several jurisdictions to take special offerings for the Board at this time. This is 
extremely gratifying and indicates a spirit which should be generously recog- 
nized in the centres and by persons of means, It is a summons to self-sacrifice 
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which is above all praise and commends the needs of these feebler portions of 
the Church to the prosperous everywhere. The strong ought to bear the infirm. , 
ities of the weak. 

It may be doubted whether any demonstration of late years has manifested 
such sympathy and unity between the remote parts of the Church as this extra- 
ordinary call from the President of the Board has elicited. We sincerely trust 
that it may result in an awakened sense of responsibility and a purpose to take 
up the work of missions with very much enlarged energy. A disposition to 
send strength and encouragement to those portions of the field which are 
struggling with burdens and difficulties ought to be a direct outcome of this 
earnest disposition on their part to help to meet the common need. The Pre- 
siding Bishop’s letter should not fail to stir the hearts of individuals who have 
it in their power, many of them to do much, some of them to do large things 
for the Church of God. Beyond supplying the immediate and pressing needs 
of our missionary treasury, may it not be hoped that a mighty impulse will be 
given by the generous acts of those who are moved at this time to consider what 
they can do worthy of their heritage and of the Church’s place and mission in 
this great country? 


PROVISION FOR SUBSTITUTES. 

In the emergency which has led the Presiding Bishop to put forth a state- 
ment requesting special offerings for the general missionary treasury, it is well 
to ask whether much may not be done by individuals to set the work upon a 
higher plane of efficiency. The most effectual thing would be to provide for 
the Missionary Episcopate without leaving its support dependent upon the or- 
dinary contributions for missions. If that could be done, as has been repeated- 
ly urged by the General Convention, it would release $50,000 a year to go into 
the work with which the Bishops are charged. If it be too much to expect at 
once sufficient endowment to yield an adequate income to support the sixteen 
Bishops, is it not possible that persons would be willing to provide $3,000 a 
year for the salary of a Bishop to the far West or the sum necessary to support 
a Bishop in foreign lands? The salaries of sixteen Bishops are paid by the 
Board as well as salaries and stipends ranging from $1,500 down to $100 a year 
to 1,000 missionary workers. Might not the same thought of providing for a 
substitute be carried to all these grades of stipends, and individuals be found 
who, while they could not support a Bishop, would yet be glad to pay the 
salary of one of the five archdeacons in work among the Colored People or 
even a less salary down to the stipend of $100 for a lay-worker? 

The instances of large individual beneficence whith have come to notice 
within the last few years, show that a sense of responsibility is spreading and 
that the impulse to put money into benevolent enterprises is taking hold of the 
hearts of persons of Jarge means. The Peabody Fund, the Slater Fund, the 
Daniel Hand Fund, the Harold Brown Fund, the large gifts of Miss Drexel, 
and others which might be named, are to the point and lead one to hope that 
the thought of endowing a bishopric or creating a fund out of which Mission- 
ary Bishops should be supported will enter some benevolent mind, and that 
thus the extension of the Missionary Episcopate may be made possible as occa- 
sion shall require, 
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; The April Sprit oF Misstons told the story of the great gifts of $500,000 
_a year by King Leopold of Belgium in behalf of benighted Africa in which he 
has expended $7,000,000. The visitor to Scotland passes the estates formerly 
owned by Robert Haldane, and recalls the act of that man of God in disposing 
of his estate for $175,000 and giving the entire sum to establish a mission in 
India. On March 6th last there died in Southern Illinois a clergyman, of whom 
itis said that, besides devoting more than half a century to Church work, he ex- 
pended his fortune of $30,000 in planting missions and founding churches. 
Within the same month of March an aged missionary in the far West sent 
#500 to our treasury as his personal gift to provide a new missionary for Japan. 
Such examples as these, and innumerable instances of self-denying devotion 
and personal consecration to the work of the Church, ought to prevail with 
those who can give money toward the support of the work, so that there shall 
be no lack for its efficient prosecution and enlargement. One would expect that 
very many who cannot themselves go to the field would wish to have a repre- 
sentative in it, and that those who have the means would rejoice to supply 
substitutes. The idea of laying up treasure in Heaven and of doing good while 
we have time, especially to the household of faith, has not lost its power. 
Bishop Brewer recently closed a letter with these striking words : ‘‘All that we 
give to missions is saved forever.” 


A CALL FROM CHINA. 

BisHop Boone has published in the Church papers a strong appeal for 
helpers in the China mission. He says, ‘‘the field which we are sent to occupy 
is starving for workers,” and besides asking for immediate reinforcements he 
adds: ‘‘Send us six men in eighteen months or two years, and such trained 
workers for our woman’s work as may be found, and new life and hope will be 
put into a work God is blessing more and more. God grant that His laborers 
be not kept back because the Church does not bid them go forth, when teeming 
fields cry, ‘Come over and help us,’ and dumb souls and blind eyes look up to 
the Lord of the whole earth for help not elsewhere to be found.” 


GIFTS AND BEQUESTS. 


SEVERAL instances of large beneficence have come into view lately, which 
show that this is not only a money-getting, but also amoney-giving age. There 
are persone who realize that all they have is a trust for God, and they are 
anxious to use their wealth in the best way for the honor of Goa and the good 
of men. We keep our'treasures forever only by observing the saying of the 
Latin poet, ‘‘ All that I have given is still mine.” 

It is understood that by the settlement of the Fayerweather will content 
$4,237,000 will go to colleges and hospitals in the United States. Besides leay- 
ing to various benevolent objects $131,000, the will of Mrs. Eleanor J. W. 
Baker, of Boston, has made the American Home Missionary Society of New 
York the residuary legatee of her estate, which is said to be valued at several 
millions, 

Mr, Alexander Montgomery, of San Francisco, has given $250,000 to the 
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Presbyterian theological seminary there. Henry H. Allen by his will has left 
$100,000 to charitable objects in his native city, New Bedford, Massachusetts. 
Miss Tallman has given $100,000 to endow the Church of the Beloved Disciple, 
in New York city, which was built by her brother and herself. The Hon. J. 
N. Harris, of New London, Connecticut, recently gave $100,000 to the Do- 
shisha Collegiate Scientific and Theological School of Kyoto, Japan, in connec- 
tion with the mission of the American Board. Rufus King, late of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, left by his will $50,000 for the support of missions in the Diocese 
of Southern Ohio. The Rey. Mr. McMahon, of New York city, has deeded 
property valued at $400,000 to the Roman Catholic University in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

Baron Hirsch, who has recently given $2,500,000 for immigrant Hebrews 
in this country, had previously given $14,000,000 for the Hebrew poor. He 
was moved to his princely generosity for his race by the death of his only child 
a few years since. 

On the other hand, the Jowa Churchman, in alluding to the announcement 
of the death of a millionaire, says: 

There were no great charities which he had fostered, there were no noble benefactions 
he had bestowed, there were no ventures of faith he had indulged in, there were no good 
works he had done all these years while the millions of his vast estate accumulated; but 
these things, which would have gone with him to the bar of God, he lacked, and while 
he kept his millions intact in life, in death he left them all behind. And even the 
worldly man could not but say, It is a crime for a man to die thus rich, thus miserly. 

How much more blessed had the person here referred to learned. to lay up 
treasures in Heaven, and to make to himself friends of the mammon of unright- 
eousness. It is blessed to be recipients of the King’s gifts, but it is far more 
blessed to be dispensers of His royal bounty. May the good examples cited 
above lead others who have it in their power to plan and execute liberal things 
in Christ’s Name: 

ALMIgHTY Gop, from whom all good things do come; Give Thy grace, we 
humbly beseech Thee, to those whom Thou hast intrusted with riches, that 
they, as faithful stewards, may dispense them liberally in the service of Thy 
Kingdom; to the honor and glory of Him who, though He was rich, yet for 
our sakes became poor, Thy Son Jesus Christ our Lord, AMEN. 


BRIEF MENTION. 


Tux receipts from the Children’s Lenten Offering this year are decidedly en- 
couraging. At the end of four weeks after Easter the receipts were last year 
$22,000; this year they are $25,000. But yet, there are so many schools to hear from 
before we can announce the full result! May we hope that the increase will be kept up 
to the end, till all have sent in their offerings ? Will the clergy kindly give their treas- 
urers a hint not to delay but remit at once to Mr. George Bliss, Treasurer ? 


Tue Church of the Holy Apostles, Philadelphia, by no means a rich city parish, has 
one of the largest and best ordered Sunday-schools in the Church, yet it does not restrict 
its efforts to the neighborhood which makes great demands upon it, but is abundant in 
other good works. Its treasurer writes to us: ‘‘ We took up another collection yesterday 
for missions in response to an appeal of the Presiding Bishop, amounting to $345.18. 
This makes $700 from our parish so far this year, without counting the Sunday-schoo} 
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contribution of $450, which will go through Mr. Crease, and in addition $450 for objects 
which he will specify; so that the total amount contributed by the church and Sunday- 
school this year to missions, sent through your Society, is nearly $1,600.” 


Tur Third Sunday after Easter, April 19th, was recommended by the Bishops in 
many of the dioceses for special offerings for General Missions. We trust that, if in any 
parish or mission the expectation of offerings has not been realized, efforts will be con- 
tinued to secure the fullest response to meet the great need which has called forth the 
appeal of the Presiding Bishop. Let all the friends of our missions, as numerous as are 
the men, women and children of all the congregations, try to make up what is required 
for the work for this year, which closes with the summer, 


INTELLIGENCE has been received from Bishop Hare of his arrival in Japan in good 
health. He reached Yokohama at eight o’clock in the morning of Monday in Easter-week, 
March 30th. He was met there by all the clergy of the vicinity and Mr. Gardiner, and 
escorted by them to Tokyo, where he met Bishop Williams, ‘‘brimful of welcome.” The 
Bishop expected to leave for Osaka March 31st, where the missionary conference was to 
be held April 1st, and the synod of the Japan Church to meet April 2d. 


Tue Rev. G. W. Simpson, m.p., post-chaplain at Fort Shaw, Montana, made an 
address upon Missions to the Colored People during Lent and proposed to the Colored 
soldiers to make an offering for the work of which he had spoken. The amount of the 
offering, $12.93, was sent to the treasurer through Bishop Brewer, who expressed his 
gratification at this token of practical sympathy on the part of the Colored soldiers at 
Fort Shaw toward the work of evangelizing their brethren in the South. 


TuE rector of a parish in the Diocese of New York, at the beginning of Lent, spoke 
to his Sunday-school of the uprising among the Sioux Indians in South Dakota, which 
had just been suppressed, dwelling upon the injustice which they had suffered and re- 
minding the school of the fidelity of the Christian Indian under great trials. He asked 
the children to prove their continued interest in them by adding $10 to their usual 
Lenten Offering of $120. On Easter Day they brought in $152.22, the result of Lenten 
work and self-denial as their answer to the Indian question. 


WE believe that it is a universal rule in Church work, that the parish and individual 
whose sympathy and help extend beyond themselves are blessed and prospered accord- 
ingly. We should like to know of a single instance in which this is not the case or of 
any example to the contrary. 


WITH OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


BisHor Tuomas, of Kansas, writes: ‘‘I read with very grave apprehension the finan- 
cial statement of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society. Even the bare possibility 
that the appropriation to my diocese should at this critical stage of my work be dimin- 
ished is quite alarming. For four years I have worked hard to establish the Church in 
every shire town of Kansas, depending upon the missionary appropriation of your Board 
to sustain the effort. Should support be withdrawn now we shall feel quite discouraged. 
The work of planting this Church in an agricultural state like Kansas, where every dime 
must come from the soil and where the proportion of Episcopalians to the entire popula- 
tion is less than in older communities, is far more difficult than many of our eastern 
brethren suppose. When the planting is done and we begin to rejoice that the seed is 
taking root and springing up in promising fields, as is the case in this diocese, if sub- 
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stance fails and the plant withers there must come a reaction, which will make the last 
state worse than the first. I do hope and pray that your Easter and Whitsun-tide offer- 
ings will be larger than ever, for the opportunities of the Church are always greater in 
times of financial depression. It is not increased ability, so much as a deeper spiritual 
interest in the extension of Christ’s Kingdom, which fills our missionary treasury. There 


pe ae few who give unto the Lord much more than the crumbs which fall from their 
ables.” 


THE Rev. Edmund Joyner, in charge of the associate mission to Colored People at 
Columbia, South Carolina, in inclosing $60.02 for missions, writes: ‘+I hand you here- 
with a memorandum of the offerings of my little chapels at Easter. I am sure you will 
agree with me, that if all the churches would so give according to their ability there 
would be no lack. These have gladly, even proudly given, and the amount is nearly 
fifty per cent. better than last year’s, which was their first offering, I believe.” 


A LETTER has been received at the Mission Rooms from Bishop Whipple, of Minne- 
sota, dated at Mentone, France, March 16th last, in which he says: ‘‘I could fill many 
letters telling you of all I have seen of the signs of the coming of the Kingdom of our 
King. In every city of France, work among the people quickening a new life by the 
Holy Spirit from our Incarnate Lord; in Egypt, where English occupation has brought 
justice to the oppressed, wages, if small, to the fellaheen, freedom of worship, removal of 
hatred, the spread of our English tongue; in Constantinople, where despite hatred of 
England for the occupation of Egypt, Micawber has too wholesome a dread of the Bear 
to cut off his rations, and where the spread of the Bible and the influence of American 
schools, and brotherly sympathy of the Anglican Church are quickening a new life in the 
ancient Churches; as a sign of the times, a commission of an Armenian Priest, a Roman 
Catholic Priest and a Protestant are preparing a new version of the Bible in Armenian. 
I delivered an address in the American college for girls and was present in the Bible 
classes, one in Armenian, one in Greek, one in Bulgarian, and my heart was glad as I 
heard these bright girls of different nations recite the Word of God in their own tongues. 
I also met some Christian women from Thessalonica, and was glad to hear of their work. 
I need not tell you of the blessed work of Dr. Nevin and our beautiful church in Rome. 
I saw glimpses of the work going on, as I met one high in authority in one of the relig- 
ious orders, who had come to our brother for counsel, and as I heard of the work 
which is being done among Italian soldiers, many hundreds of whom have come out 
bravely to live and work for Christ. That which interested me more than all was my 
visit to the dear school in Athens, founded by the Rev. Dr. Hill of blessed memory. 
One of my first visits was to his grave, where I thanked God for the good example of this 
great heart, who for long years bore hardships, unceasing jabor, and that which was 
heaviest, the doubt of his own kinsmen, to found a school to educate the daughters of 
Greece. Dearer than the Acropolis and the temple of Theseus was this fairer temple of 
young hearts builded into a temple not made with hands. Temples and statues which 
were the admiration of the world, are crumbling to decay; but this temple of redeemed 
hearts, built up with Christ as the Corner-stone will last for eternity. Miss Muir is well 
fitted to guide the work with which she has been so long connected. She believes in it, 
and the best way to make others believe is to believe yourself. She combines our Ameri- 
can enthusiasm with the practical Scotch character. We heard many classes, joined with 
them in the old Creed of Nica, and were delighted with the recitation by the little ones 
of Christian truth. There are over 400 pupils, and many, if not most, of the poorer class. 
The laboring class in Greece are very poor, and one object of the school is to prepare 
these girls, not only to gain their livelihood, but to be able to guide and bless homes. I 
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visited the sewing-school in the Catherine Bohlen annex, a building which Miss Muir 
designed and superintended in its construction. I could tell you of many ways in which 
this school is widening its influence. It was the work of Mrs. Hill, which led to the 
founding of the society of Greek ladies who employ scores of poor women in lace-making, 
weaving silk, drapery, shawls and spreads for tables. I met the Archimandrite of 
Athens in the school, who is a frequent visitor, and both he and the Archbishop spoke 
with gratitude of its work. I had a delightful visit with the Patriarch of Constantinople. 
He received me warmly, and kissed me on both cheeks. He asked most affectionately 
after our Presiding Bishop. I could hardly keep back the tears as we talked of the past, 
for I saw in this venerable man the fathers of Niceea—St. John Chrysostom.” 


CHRISTIAN UNION IN JAPAN. 


For several years there has existed what has been called the ‘‘ United Church of 
Christ in Japan.” It consisted in a formal union, with constitution, canons, etc., of the 
missions of the following six denominations: (1) The Presbyterian Church, North, 
United States; (2) The Reformed Church (Dutch) in America; (3) The United Presby- 
terian Church of Scotland; (4) The Presbyterian Church, South, United States; (5) The 
Reformed Church (German), United States; (6) The Cumberland Presbyterian Church, 
United States. 

When the union of these bodies was first effected, and the ‘ United Church of Christ 
in Japan” organized, no confession of faith, binding alike upon ministers and laity, was 
adopted, but the nominal standards of doctrine were declared to be ‘‘ the canons of the 
Synod of Dort, the Westminster Confession and Shorter Catechism, and the Heidelberg 
Catechism.” The Japanese ministers, however, have never considered these standards as 
binding on them, and the foreign missionaries have never required the acceptance of 
these standards as a necessary preliminary to ordaining native candidates for the minis- 
_ terial office. 

At the general synod held in May, 1889, a committee was appointed to draft a new 
constitution and a confession of faith. This committee reported at the general synod 
held in Tokyo in December last. This synod consisted of more than ninety members— 
foreign and native ministers and laymen. The confession of faith was considered first, 
the greater part of four days being given to it. The committee recommended the 
“creed ” recently submitted to the Presbyterians in England, but this the synod would 
not accept. Many of the members advocated taking the Apostles’ Creed alone as the 
confession of faith, but they failed to obtain a majority of the votes. The major part of 
the members believed that there was needed in the confession something in reference to 
the atonement, justification by faith, the person and work of the Holy Spirit, and the 
authority of the Holy Scriptures. The Japanese members strenuously advocated making 
the statements on these points brief and clear and avoiding as much as possible technical 
theological terms, and in this they were successful. With great heartiness and unanimity 
the synod adopted the following confession of faith, which is held to be binding upon 
all, both ministers and members : 


THE CONFESSION OF FAITH. 


‘The Lord Jesus Christ whom we worship as God, the only-begotten Son of God, 
for us men and for our salvation was made man and suffered. He offered up a perfect 
sacrifice for sin; and all who are one with Him by faith are pardoned and accounted 
righteous; and faith in Him working by love purifies the heart. 

‘‘The Holy Ghost, who with the Father and the Son is worshipped and glorified, 
reveals Jesus Christ to the soul, and without His grace man being dead in sins cannot 
enter the Kingdom of God. By Him the Prophets and the Apostles and holy men of old 
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were inspired, and He, speaking in the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, is the 
supreme and infallible Judge in all things pertaining unto faith and living. 

‘*From these Holy Scriptures the ancient Church of Christ drew its confession; and 
we, holding the faith once delivered to the saints, join in that confession with praise and 
thanksgiving: I believe in God the Father Almighty, Maker of heaven and earth; and 
in Jesus Christ His only Son our Lord; who was conceived by the Holy Ghost, born of 
the Virgin Mary; suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried; He de- 
scended into hades; the third day He rose from the dead; He ascended into heaven, and 
sitteth at the right hand of God the Father Almighty; from thence He shall come to 
judge the quick and the dead. I believe in the Holy Ghost; the holy catholic Church; 
the communion of saints; the forgiveness of sins; the resurrection of the body, and the 
life everlasting. Amen.” 

Great joy followed this result of the long and anxious deliberations of the synod on 
this subject. The Rev. Mr. Ballagh, a member of the synod, and a veteran missionary, 
writes: ‘‘ How great was our joy and gratitude words cannot tell. The moderator was 
called upon to offer the prayer of thanks at the close of the assembly. He did so with a 
full and overflowing heart. Sobbing was heard all over the house; our tears of sorrow 
were displaced with tears of joy. Many could but go over the articles contained in so 
brief a creed, with joy again and again expressed. And whilst leaving no doubt as to its 
out-and-out evangelical teaching as the living faith of this body of believers, it has not 
sought to be disconnected from the great body of the historical Church in its thankful 
and devout adoption of the Apostles’ Creed. This is a matter of great gratification.” 

Religious services were held daily and at night during the time the synod was in 
session, and for some days previously, and much prayer was offered for the presence and 
blessing of the Holy Spirit, and it was to His powerful presence and guidance that Mr. 
Ballagh attributes the fact that in all the conduct of this important deliberative body no 
unkind or bitter remarks were made, and such a happy result was reached. 

The first organization of religious bodies in Japan on a union basis was when, in 1872, 
the missionaries and the native ministers and laity of the American Presbyterian Church 
(North) connected themselves with the mission of the Reformed (Dutch) Church of 
America. This united body took the title of the ‘‘Church of Christ in Japan.” After- 
wards, when the other bodies which we have named at the head of this article united 
with this body, the title of the ‘‘ United Church of Christ in Japan” was adopted, but 
the Japanese members of the last general synod requested and obtained the discontin- 
uance of the word ‘‘ United,” which is manifestly inappropriate, inasmuch as there are 
more Christian denominations in Japan which are not in union with this body than of 
those that are. It forms now, however, the largest of the Protestant bodies, having 
10,611 members and forty-five native ministers; and in its theological training-school 
there are forty candidates for the ministerial office. 

A revised constitution and new canons were adopted by the synod, and it was re- 
solved that all foreign missionaries who may hereafter desire to be elected as members of 
the local and general synods of the ‘‘ Church of Christ in Japan,” and to legislate for this 

. body, must obtain from their ecclesiastical authorities at home letters dimissory. 
Such missionaries as do not wish to obtain such letters can only be elected as advisory 
members of the synods, without the right to vote. 


THE KING’S REVENUE. 


I HAVE recently been examining some old the missionary spirit, so sadly needed among 
church records, and have gathered out of us. 
them a few facts and figures which may be Thirty years ago there were three clergy- 
of service at the present time in waking up men in charge of neighboring parishes in 
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one of our large eastern cities, ministering 
to the same class of people, each church 
having a few moderately rich members. 

The minister of the first church was a 
brilliant essayist and an eloquent exhorter, 
and always had a crowd of interested and 
admiring hearers. He believed that Chris- 
tian people were sufficiently guided in the 
aggressive work of the Church by a few gen- 
eral principles which he faithfully taught, 
adding an impassioned appeal at the time 
of special collections. The church and Sun- 
day-school flourished, the revenue was good, 
and every convenience and comfort needed 
by the large congregation was provided for 
without difficulty, but the collections for 
Foreign and Home Missions were very 
small and fluctuating. 

The minister of the second church was a 
very earnest man, quite a revivalist, and 
devoted to his home work. The Sunday- 
school became large, the membership in- 
creased, and general prosperity crowned his 
zealous efforts. Everything the officers of 
the church fancied they needed to ‘keep 
in line” with the other city churches was 
readily obtained. The pastor, however, 
‘‘hated to mention filthy lucre to his people,” 
and did so in mild and apologetic language, 
especially when the money was to go out of 
the parish. Few and small were their col- 
lections for the aggressive work of the 
Church. 

The minister of the third church was 
deeply impressed with the truth, Jt is more 
blessed to give than to receive. He felt that 
the dangers of wealth, and the temptations 
to selfishness, are great, that safeguards and 
counter interest must be set up against 
them, that old and young must be taught 
stewardship and self-denial, that one must 
give out of the parish, directly to Christ, 
where the money will do most for His glory 
in advancing His Kingdom. This parish 
had been struggling for years for mere 'ex- 
istence, being burdened with heavy debts, 
and was accustomed to consume all its re- 
ceipts upon itself, and had recently been 
divided by a dissension. The introduction 
of a generous policy was criticised and re- 
sisted for a time, but the new minister was 
firm, reasonable, and persuasive, showing, 
from the Scriptures, the blessings that 
might be expected from Heaven if, in faith 
and love, they ‘‘ honored the Lord with 
their substance " in large, self-denying gifts. 
He kept his people in constant communica- 
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tion with the mission workers and their 
fields of labor, by sermons, letters and 
papers, and they became familiar with every 
part of the work, and deeply interested in 
every onward movement of the Church. 
Within a few years eyery debt was re- 
moved from the church, the revenue was 
greatly increased, and the church became 
noted for its liberality to missions, having 
given thirty-three per cent. of its entire in- 
come to work beyond its borders, even 
while removing the heavy debts which op- 
pressed it. This vigorous life and increased 
generosity led to various suggestions for 
parish improvement. We must have a new 
rectory, said one, who offered to give largely 
toward it. The minister discouraged the 
movement, saying, The present parsonage is 
comfortable and commodious. Do more ag- 
gressive work, Another member proposed a 
handsome church. This was opposed by 


- the minister, pleading that the present one 


was sufficiently large and beautiful. Do 
more aggressive work. A new Sunday-school 
building was urged as necessary to accom- 
modate the increased number of little mis- 
sion workers. The minister compromised on 
the enlargement of the old building, at 
small expense, not to check their aggressive 
work. The minds of the people being thus 
steadily fixed upon the work of advancing 
the cause of Christ beyond their own bor- 
ders, we are not surprised at their remarkable 
liberality. 

In a single year, while extinguishing 
heavy debts, paying the salary of a city mis- 
sionary, aiding two theological students, 
and responding to all the usual home ap- 
peals, the 218 communicants of this parish 
contributed $1,189.20 to Foreign and Domes- 
tic Missions, while its two neighbors, with 
their 788 communicants, contributed for the 
same objects, $852.29. The one parish gave 
at the rate of about sea dollars to the com- 
municant,-and the other about one dollar. 
The difference was in interest, excited by 
instruction and information. Christian peo- 
ple are restrained, not by inability, but by 
lack of interest. If ministers were more 
faithful in instructing their people in wnsel/- 
ish, self-denying giwing—giving directly to 
Christ for the advancement of His King- 
dom—might we not reasonably hope to see 
the contributions for missions increased 
many fold ? Who are responsible for pres- 
ent shortcomings if not the clergy i— 
Christian Statesman,

MISSIONARY WORK IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


I DULY received your kind letter, asking 
for an article for Taz Sprrrr_ or Missions, 
in regard to mission work in this diocese. 
Your letter reached me while in the midst of 
a visitation, and until to-day I have not 
found a spare moment for complying with 
your request. I trust that what I am about 
to say may avail to awaker increased interest 
in the whole missionary work of the Church. 
The fact is that Churchmen, generally, are 
not sufficiently informed as to the great 
needs and the abundant encouragement 
which a better knowledge of these mission 
fields would make abundantly manifest. 
Few of the readers of Tum Sprrit oF Mis- 
sions have any idea of the great extent of 
this work in the Diocese of North Carolina. 
The inquiry has often been made of me, 
‘*Why does North Carolina still need help 
from the General Missionary Society of the 
Church? It is one of the oldest of our 
dioceses, and by this time ought to be able 
to take care of itself.” 

The true reason of our great present need 
lies in the fact that, until a few years ago, 
almost the entire work of the Church in 
North Carolina was confined to the eastern 
portion of the state; and let it be remem- 
bered that the state is as large as the great 
State of New York. 

With the exception of the old Valle 
Crucis mission, established more than fifty 
years ago, and which was never in a very 
flourishing condition, little was done in the 
way of missionary work through the entire 
western half of the state. Many of your 
readers will be surprised to learn that it is 
only a few years since Asheville, the im- 
portant centre of the whole most beautiful 
mountain region, was itself receiving mis- 
sionary aid. When I came to North Carolina 


in December, 1873, there were only a very 
few organized parishes west of Salisbury, 
and but a few scattered mission stations. 
This large and lonely district of country, 
with its magnificent scenery, and a climate 
pre-eminently salubrious, was almost wholly 
cut off from the outside world. Only lately 
have railroads penetrated this vast area, and 
the old common roads were by no means in 
an inviting condition. A scattered pop- 
ulation, with here and there a small village, 
was all that was to be met with. Vast areas 
of splendid, unbroken forests extended on 
every side, and in the eastern part of the 
state, where nearly all our Church strength 
was found, we had no large cities, no centres 
of wealth and of influence. Financially, the 
Church in North Carolina has always been 
very weak, and since the late war many of 
our wealthiest people have been much im- 
poverished. If these important facts are 
only duly considered, it will be very plain 
why the Church in this state justly asks for 
continued assistance. 

We are now looking for a great change in 
our financial condition, in the course of a 
few years. We are now favored with a 
large increase of railroad facilities, and this 
work is going on so rapidly, that in a few 
years a complete net-work of railroads will 
cover large portions of the state. 

For many years past we have been mak- 
ing the most energetic efforts to extend the 
Church in all this widespread district, and 
our efforts have been crowned with great 
success. More than forty new churches have 
been built since I came to North Carolina, 
and an additional number are now in the 
course of erection. Several which had re- 
mained for some years in an unfinished con- 
dition willsoon be entirely completed, by the 
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kind aid which I have received in response 
to an appeal made by me, and I hope to con- 
secrate them early in the coming summer or 
autumn. 

At this time we have many more missions 
than we have organized parishes, and the 
field is opening up on every side, and with 
the richest promise, and in connection with 
this let me say, that all the churches in this 
diocese are free except one, and by a recent 
effort. three-fourths of all the pews of that 
church have been made free. 

There are still many entire counties, with- 
in our diocese, which have never yet been 
visited by a missionary of our Church, and 
all through the country districts there are 
scattered families of our people who are 
pleading for a share in the privileges of the 
Church. Wherever our missionaries go, 
throngs of people gather around them, and 
they show a high appreciation of the bless- 
ings which we are trying to extend to them, 
and in this most important work we are 
wholly unable to achieve any great success 
without very considerable of that outside 
help for which we earnestly plead. At this 
very time, in addition to the work which we 
are already seeking to accomplish, constant 
appeals come to me for the services of a 
clergyman, in places hitherto unvisited, and 
where an active and devout missionary 
would soon gather in a great harvest. 

Towns are springing up in counties which 
are destined to be great health resorts, and 
where plain and simple churches and parson- 
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age-houses are greatly needed at once. Now, 
in all this region, thus referred to, all build- 
ing materials are cheap and abundant, so 
that we can complete very nice and attractive 
churches for from $1,000 to $1,200 each; the 
lumber and the hauling being often most 
cheerfully given by those who expect to en- 
joy the privilege of worshipping in them. 
So, by the same help, comfortable parsonages 
can be completed for from $600 to $800 
each, and with considerable land attached 
for a garden and pasturage. Now, let me 
ask, Are there none of our people, whom - 
God has blessed with abundance, who will 
be ready to hear our earnest cry, and speed 
us onward in a work which is so full of en- 
couragement and promise? Never in the 
history of North Carolina have we had so 
large a number of active, earnest, self-deny- 
ing and zealous workers, both of the clergy 
and of the laity, as we now have, in our 
widely extended and most encouraging 
missionary fields. Shall not their hearts be 
made glad by finding the means liberally 
supplied to enable them to carry on most 
successfully the important work which they 
have so cheerfully undertaken ? 

I will not longer trespass upon the time 
of your readers. I leave, with hopeful con- 
fidence, this most important matter to the 
conscientious and prayerful consideration of 
those whom God has made the stewards of 
His bounty.

CHURCH WORK AMONG 


BisHop Dupuey, of Kentucky, who was 
appointed by the last General Convention to 
present to the Church the demands of the 
work among the Colored People, has issued 
the following appeal : 

‘““Prevented by my own diocesan duties 
from spending any part of the past winter 
in discharging the service laid upon me by 
the last General Convention, I ask leave to 
appeal through your columns to my brethren 
of the clergy and of the laity that they will 
not forget the work which we have begun, 
in educating and evangelizing three millions 
of our fellow countrymen, the Colored 
People of our land. 

‘‘T beg them to remember that the Church, 
in General Convention assembled, appointed 
a Commission to have special charge of this 
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work; and that instruction was given to the 
Board of Managers of our Domestic and For- 
eign Missionary Society to appropriate $40, - 
000 a year to this work, over and above any 
amount which might be collected through 
the special efforts of the Commission. For 
one year this was done, and then, to simplify 
matters, the appropriation for the next year 
(that now current) was made $56,000, 
toward the payment of which sum all 
moneys specially donated for work among 
Colored People should go. Alas! Not even 
a due proportion of the $16,000 collected 
last year has been received during the 
months of the current year now past; and I 
can but fear that at the beginning of the 
next fiscal year the Board of Managers may 
feel bound, in justice to other missions, to 
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reduee the amount given us, unless the 
Church shall, before that time, manifest a 
larger interest in our work by larger contri- 
butions. Therefore I entreat my brethren 
in every parish of the Church to send an 
offering as speedily as may be to this cause. 
Dear brethren, remember how the Lord gave 
command to the restored demoniac to go 
home to his friends and tell them*what great 
things He had done for him. Does He not 
command us to give first to these millions of 
our Own countrymen, who are yet children 
of an alien and degraded race, the Gospel 
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and the Church which by His goodness we 
have inherited from our fathers, and by 
which we are come to the proud place we 
occupy among the nations of the earth ? 

‘“ Brethren, we have but begun the discharge 
of this, our bounden duty. The enlarged 
interest which was manifested in 1889 gave 
large encouragement to the Bishops and 
clergy of the South, and their work was, if 
anything, more than doubled. The work 
goes bravely on; and I beseech you, let it 
not be stayed, and diminished to its former 
insignificance by the lack of your interest.” 


COMMISSION ON WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEOPLE. 


A 8TATED quarterly meeting of the Com- 
mission on Work among the Colored People 
was held in the city of Washington, D. C., 
April 2d last. Bishop Dudley, of Kentucky, 
presided, and there were also present Bishop 
Weed, of Florida, the Rev. Drs. Newton, 
McKim and Douglas, and Messrs. Davis, 
King, McCall and Pellew. 

After prayer by the chairman, the minutes 
of the January meeting were read. 


It was 


Resolved: That the resolution on page 168 of the 
printed minutes, moved by the Assistant Bishop of 
Virginia, changing the date of the next quarterly 
meeting from June 4th to June 11th, 1891, be cor- 
rected by inserting June 3d, 4th and 5th, the proper 
dates of the meeting at Lake Mohonk, instead of 
those erroneously given in the minutes as they stand. 

It was also 


Resolved: That the abstract of the proceedings of 
the Commission in secret session, given on page 169 
of the printed minutes, be amended by adding to it 
the following statement: 

“ The relations to be maintained between the Com- 
mission and the trustees of King Hall were left to 
the executive committee with power.”’ 

The minutes thus corrected were approved. 

The minutes of the intervening meetings 
of the executive committee were then read, 
and the following items of business among 
others contained in them were laid before 
the Commission: 

A letter from the Bishop of Delaware, 
asking an appropriation of $800 for work in 
that diocese; 

The statement as to special appeals for 
particular objects in the work among Col- 
ored People prepared by the committee 
appointed at the January meeting, and 
amended by the executive committee; 

A note from the general secretary on the 
need of organized support for Colored mis- 


sions, with the recommendation of the ex- 
ecutive committee; 

A note from the general secretary, asking 
that some order be taken for obtaining 
regular reports from the archdeacons and 
others, with a recommendation of the exe- 
cutive committee. 

The statement of the treasurer for the 
month of March, 1891, was then presented, 
and showed that the Commission had ex- 
pended $25,032.52 up to April 1st, leaving 
a balance of the annual appropriation for 
its work, of $30,967.48. 

The last report of the general missionary 
was read. 

The statement as to special appeals for par- 
ticular objects of the work among Colored 
People was read, and the resolutions attached 
to it, after further amendment, were passed 
as follows: 


RESOLUTIONS : 


I. We advise that no money be given to any one 
who does not show authority from his Bishop to 
make that particular appeal at that particular time. 

II. We request that the Bishop giving such author- 
ity notify the secretary of the Commission. és 

Ill, We advise that all subscriptions shall, as far 
as possible, be made by checks to the order of the 
Treasurer of the Board of Missions, to be treated by 
him as specials, and acknowledged in Tur SPIRIT OF 
Missions; or to the order of the Bishop authorizing 
appeal, to be acknowledged by him. 

IV. We recommend that in all cases the solicitor 
send an account of his collections, not only to his 
Bishop, but also to the general secretary of the Com- 
mission, that so the Church may know through him 
exactly what is given to each particular work and 
how far its real needs have been met, or have been 
overlooked. 


On motion it was further 


Resolved, V.: That the general secretary be di- 
rected to prepare a form for solicitations, contain- 
ing the substance of these recommendations, and to 
forward a copy to each Bishop, and to inform him 
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that other copies will be supplied to him by the Com- 
mission, if desired, and as ordered. 

On motion it was 

Resolved, VI.: That the general secretary be in- 
structed, with the advice of the executive com- 
mittee, by printed publication, correspondence, or 
otherwise, to give publicity to these resolutions. 

With regard to securing regularity in 
reports, the recommendation of the execu- 
tive committee was approved, and on mo- 
tion it was 


Resolved; That every Bishop receiving aid from 
the Commission be requested to direct every worker 
among Colored People in his jurisdiction to make 
quarterly reports of the work done to the general 
secretary. 


On motion it was 


Resolved: That the general secretary be instructed 
to make up a quarterly report of the work on the 
basis of the reports thus furnished to him. 


A form for annual reports was referred to 
the executive committee with power. 

A letter was read from the Rev. Dr. Kc- 
cleston, asking to be relieved from service 
on the executive committee, and, if that 
could not be done, requesting that a mem- 
ber from Washington be added to that com- 
mittee; and on motion it was 


Resolved; That the Rev. Dr. McKim be added to 
the executive committee. 
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On motion the Commission adopted the 
following preamble and resolution: 


In response to the letter to the Bishop of Maryland 
from the Bishop of Delaware (dated February 13th, 
1891) requesting a grant of $800 for Colored work in 
Wilmington, Delaware, and in view of the present 
depleted condition of our missionary treasury, as 
recently reported privately by the general Treasu- 
rer of the Board of Missions, 

Resolved: That it is inexpedient at this time to 
make the proposed grant of $800 to the Bishop of 
Delaware. 


In respect to a more systematic organiza- 
tion for the support of Colored missions, 
the recommendation of the executive com- 
mittee was approved, and on motion it was 


Resolved; That the Bishops in whose jurisdiction 
are large cities be requested to form organizations 
after the manner of St. Augustine’s League, New 
York; and that action on this resolution be referred 
to the chairman of the Commission with power. 


On motion it was 


Resolved: That the members of the Commission 
who are members of the Board of Managers be re- 
quested to ask that Board to appropriate to the Com- 
mission for the coming year $40,000, with the privi- 
lege to the Commission of enjoying all specials and 
designated gifts in the same manner asin the three- 
quarters of a year from December, 1889, to Septem - 


ber, 1890. 
The Commission then adjourned, 


MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


LovuisiaNna.-—There is no more important 
field for Church work among the Colored 
People in the whole South than in this city. 
Although Church services have been main- 
tained among the Colored People for many 
years, the work has not until recently made 
much advance. At the present time, St. 
Luke’s Church gives evidence of real prog- 
ress. During the past year the attendance 
has so increased that the chapel is now too 
small for the congregation. A Sunday- 
school of over 150 scholars has been built up, 
and the parish has an excellent library of the 
best standard and other works, besides such 
papers as the Churchman, and the Standard 
of the Cross and The Church. On Good 
Friday night the rector presented a class 
numbering twenty-nine for confirmation 
by the Bishop of the diocese. The chapel 
was crowded on Easter Day, and the offer- 
ings amounted to $122.85. 

The congregation own a chapel and com- 
modious rectory in a very fine portion of the 
‘‘ garden district.” The work of enlarging 
the chapel will be begun at once, The 


congregation have given very liberally, and 
during his trip to the North last summer the 
rector secured pledges of nearly $1,000. The 
success of the work has given great satis- 
faction to the Bishop and clergy of the city. 


NortTHERN Texas. —Bishop Garrett writes, 
under date of April 4th last: ‘‘I have 
written a personal letter to each of my clergy, 
requesting that an offering be taken for 
Domestic Missions on the Third Sunday 
after Easter. I have not heard from all of 
them in reply, but I have no doubt the 
offering will be made. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that this is purely missionary 
ground and must so continue for a long 
time. Our people are few in proportion to 
the population, and are not really able to do 
much more than afford a scanty measure of 
support for the religious services in their 
respective parishes and missions. 

‘¢The increasing population and the new 
towns in process of growth make fresh de- 
mands upon me for help, Instead of being 
in a position to assist other places this juris- 
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diction is really more in need now than at 
any previous period. However, I hope the 
clergy will endeavor to stir their people in 
the interests of Domestic Missions. 

**The work of the Church in the juris- 
diction is most hopeful and encouraging. 
There are more clergy at work now than for 
some time. New churches are urgently de- 
manded in growing towns, but there is no 
money with which to assist local effort. In 
short, this jurisdiction is a bundle of most 
hopeful opportunities and very urgent needs. 
More men are required to minister in holy 
things, but generous help must come from 
the outside for the support if they are to 
be sustained. 

‘*The special offer of Weatherford toward 
founding a school for boys has ‘now been be- 
fore the Church for a long time, but as yet 
not even one dollar has been offered to 
secure the enterprise. St. Mary’s Institute 
is in a flourishing condition and is doing a 
most excellent work. New missions have 
been organized at Greenville and Oak Cliff. 
Earnest appeals come to me from both places 
for ministerial services of greater frequency 
than can at present be given, but my answer 
is ever the Same: ‘ Both men and means are 
wanting.’ 

‘¢The Church of the Incarnation at Dallas 
has assumed the entire support of its mission- 
ary, action to that effect having been taken 
at the annual meeting on Easter Monday. 
This will release the appropriation made to 
that mission and enable me to sustain a new 
man in another portion of the field.” 


JURISDICTION OF THE PLATTE.—In the 
latter part of January Bishop Graves made 
his semi-annual visitation to the missions 
and vacant towns along the Republican 
valley, beginning at Guide Rock in the 
south-east corner of the jurisdiction. No 
notice had been given of the service owing 
to some misunderstanding, but the Metho- 
dist church was secured and notices were 
scattered through the town. A congrega- 
tion of sixty persons gathered, and a service, 
with hearty responses, was held, but not a 
single Churchman could be found in the 
town. ‘There were once a mission here and 
a few Church people, who have long since 
moved away. At Republican City, the 
Methodist minister had given good notice of 
service and seventy-five persons gathered in 
the evening, The Bishop walked a mile 
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and a half into the country to visit the only 
Church family, whose members were all too 
ill to attend the service. 

At Alma, the next place visited, the 
Methodist minister was holding a revival 
and could not give up his church, nor had 
notice been given. As no other place could 
be found to hold service, the Bishop accepted 
an invitation to preach at the revival on the 
plain, fundamental truths of the Christian 
religion. At the next town, Orleans, where 
no Church service had been held for years, 
if ever, six children were baptized and three 
families of Church people were found. A 
congregation of thirty assembled in the 
Presbyterian church, and arrangements were 
made after service for a monthly visit of the 
missionary. 

Sunday was spent at Holdrege, where our 
missionary, the Rev. Mr. Myers, holds service 
two Sundays of the month in the court- 
house. One person was confirmed and six 
received the Holy Communion. A fine lot 
has been secured here, and a school-house 
bought, which will be moved on to the lot 
and fitted up foratemporary church. Here 
the missionary joined the Bishop and went 
with him to Red Cloud. At Red Cloud 
there is a church building, which has been 
used only occasionally for several years. The 
winds have rocked the church, and some of’ 
the windows are broken. The night was 
stormy and only fourteen were at the ser- 
vice. Arrangements have been made for 
Sister Hannah, a godly woman, to take up 
the work here, organize a Sunday-school 
and boy choir, and conduct lay services. 
The missionary will visit the place once a 
month to give the people the Holy Com- 
munion. 

At Bloomington, where the general mis- 
sionary goes once a month, a congregation 
of 120 assembled in the Methodist Church. 
Two persons were confirmed, and six re- 
ceived the Holy Communion in a private 
house. In the next town, Franklin, fifty 
people met the Bishop in the Methodist 
church. Two were confirmed, and some 
children were baptized. 

At McCook, where the missionary spends 
two Sundays a month, one person was con- 
firmed and five received the Holy Commun- 
ion, A lot has been promised and it is 
hoped to build or buy a church this summer. 
Trenton, a town still farther west, was next 
visited. A congregation of sixty met in the

Congregationalist church, four received the 
Holy Communion, and several children were 
baptized. Here many of the stores and houses 
were vacant, the people having left the 
country on account of the great drought of 
last summer. Supplies of food and clothing 
were being distributed, as also in several of 
the other towns visited. Cambridge and 
Indianola were both visited and canvassed, 
but as no Church people could be found and 
no place for services could be secured, none 
were held. 

In the latter part of February the Bishop 
conducted an eight days’ mission at Broken 
Bow, delivering twenty-five sermons or ad- 
dresses in that time. Although the weather 
was unfavorable, much interest was mani- 
fested. Twenty-five persons had been 
confirmed there January 4th. Four were 
confirmed at the mission, and a class was 
formed immediately after to be confirmed 
the 14th of May. The missionary here, the 
Rev. Mr. Sayres, goes twenty-five miles on 
horseback to Callaway, where a neat church 
has been built during the winter. 

The spiritual work (writes the Bishop, 
who gives us the information of this visita- 
tion) throughout the jurisdiction is prosper- 
ing. The Bishop has confirmed nearly as 
many persons between January ist and 
April 10th of this year as were confirmed 
during the whole of last year. 


WESTERN TeExas.—-Bishop Johnston 
writes from San Antonio, under date of 
March 4th, as follows: ‘‘I have just re- 
turned from El Paso, 625 miles west of this 
place, where I spent Easter. In contrasting 
the present with the recent past, one could 
but exclaim, ‘What hath God wrought !’ 
Ten years ago El Paso wasa village of about 
800 people, mostly Mexicans, living in the 
most squalid houses. Now it is a city of 
12,000 people, with street cars, electric 
lights, elegant hotels, a court-house, cost- 
ing $150,000, two fine brick public schools, 
blocks of handsome brick buildings, and 
other evidences of a modern progressive 
city. Our Church has 115 communicants 
aud a Sunday-school of 100, is self-support- 
ing and is recognized as one of the potent 
forces for good in the community. The 
church lot and building, together with a 
sinall building once used as a rectory, now 
as a guild-house, was the gift of the Rey. 
Mr, Tays, our first missionary, who, finding 
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himself made suddenly rich by the rapid 
advance in real estate, made this munificent 
gift to the Church, saying to the Bishop 
that he wanted to do it at once, lest the 
long possession of wealth should make him 
mean, and so he would give nothing at all. 
He soon afterward died of small-pox, hav- 
ing already been stripped, by sharpers, of 
his money, so that the treasure he laid up 
in heaven was all that was left him. 

“I also visited Fort Davis, one of the 
military garrisons. Here I baptized one 
adult and a number of children and con- 
firmed eight persons, mostly connected with 
the army. My annual visit is the only op- 
portunity the people have of enjoying the 
privileges of their own Church. I cele- 
brated the Holy Communion on Tuesday 
after Easter, at which about twenty-five 
persons received. It was a season of great 
rejoicing to this little flock in the wilder- 
ness in the midst of the Rocky mountains, 
twenty-two miles from the railway, 200 
from El Paso, the nearest town of any con- 
sequence, and absolutely shut out from the 
great world. I feel ashamed year after 
year in visiting this portion of the jurisdic- 
tion to have to say I am still unable to send 
them a minister. It is a magnificent climate 
for invalids, being 4,000 feet above the sea, 
and having rain only in the summer. A 
clergyman with weak lungs could find here a 
climate in which he could breathe comfort- 
ably and do a good work. 

‘*J think you will find the Western 
Texans doing better in the matter of mis- 
sionary offerings. JI am constantly remind- 
ing them of the great debt they owe to the 
general Church for years of nursing care, 
and that they should show their apprecia- 
tion by doing what they can for the support 
of their own churches and for missions.” 


-—Grace Church, New York city, of 
which the Rev. Dr. Huntington is the rec- 
tor, has twenty distinct missionary and 
other benevolent organizations. It is served 
by six clergymen, including the rector, and 
last year $32,503 were expended for parish 
expenses, and $74,609 for outside purposes.

THE PROTESTING SECT OF BUDDHISTS IN JAPAN. 


THERE is much literary activity at present 
among the twelve sects of Buddhists in 
Japan. There are now no less than forty- 
eight journals devoted to their several in- 
terests. One of these bodies especially is 
manifesting much religious earnestness and 
propagating zeal. This is the Shin Sect, so 
called from Shinran, its founder (A.D. 1262), 
who was a sort of Buddhist Luther, and 
who, like the great German reformer, was 
subjected to much persecution, and was in 
almost constant danger from those who de- 
sired to take his life. ; 

He not only discarded much of the Buddh- 
ism of southern Asia, but he also pro- 
tested against the fundamental doctrine of 
the ‘‘ Northern Buddhists” also, that of 
salvation by works, though he believed in 
the ‘‘ Amita Buddha,” and the ‘‘ Western 
Paradise” of the latter. He maintained 
that man cannot attain this paradise, and, 
eventually, Nirvana, by performing supposed 
meritorious deeds, but by trusting in the 
mercy of Buddha, and doing good deeds 
not for salvation but from salvation through 
Buddha’s free and boundless mercy. He 
taught that the root of justification is faith, 
and the fruits of it are good works, and in 
this he was at issue with all other sects of 
Buddhists, both in southern and northern 
Asia, and in his own country. He pro- 
tested against the celibacy of the priests, 
and against monkery and monasticism, and 
he took unto himself a wife, and the priests 
of the sect have imitated his example. He 
was opposed to penances, pilgrimages and 
the wearing of charms and amulets. He 
was indefatigable in preaching and teaching 
his views, and when he was persecuted in 
one place he went to another. 

Most distinguished among those who have 


embraced his views is Rennio Shonin, who 
died in A.D. 1500. He wrote the ‘‘ Ofumi” 
or sacred writings, which are now daily 
read by the members of this sect, and 
which are written in the common script, 
which all the people of both sexes can 
read. The sacred books of the other sects 
are written in Sanscrit and Chinese, which 
only the learned are able to read. 

Though greatly persecuted by the Nich- 
eren, and other sectaries, the followers of 
Shinran and Rennio have continued to in- 
crease in numbers and influence. As regards 
the number of their temples they are the 
fourth in the list of the various denomina- 
tions of the Buddhists in Japan. These 
temples are built not in sequestered places 
among the hills, but on the main streets of 
the cities and towns, and they do not 
abound with images and all the parapher- 
nalia of idol-worship as the temples of the 
other Buddhist sects do. On the high altar 
of the principal Shin temple in Kyoto are 
only two candlesticks, two vases of flowers, 
and a brooze incense burner. On the low 
altar is an incense burner. Besides these, 
there are six desks, on each desk a roll of 
litanies, and above the altar six lamps burn- 
ing low. 

A temple to be more magnificant than any 
of the many splendid ones belonging to this 
sect has been in the course of erection at 
Kyoto since 1880. It is to cost $11,000,000. 
About $500,000 in money, jewelry and other 
valuables is contributed annually toward 
the completion of this grand structure, 
which, with some buildings adjoining, is to 
be the head-quarters of this large and in- 
fluential sect. 

These followers of Shinran and Rennio 
are taunted by the other Buddhists as being 
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so much like Christians that they might as 
well become such out and out; but in three 
respects they are like almost all other Buddh- 
ists, viz.: the frequent repetition of the 
name of their Buddha, the denial of the ex- 
istence of any Oreator, and the belief in 
Nirvana. The leaders of the sect say that 
they frequently repeat Buddha’s name, ‘not 
for the purpose of gaining merit, as other 
Buddhists do, but as an expression of grati- 
tude for Amita Buddha’s mercy. They de- 
clare that spirit (eternal) produced atoms 
which by fortuitous combination produced 
all we see. 

They maintain that misery is the very 
essence of all conscious life, and that the 
end of righteousness is the rest of Nirvana— 
a rest in which individuality does not exist 
except latently, and a state in which there 
are neither ideas nor a consciousness of the 
absence of ideas. Such as are not good 
enough to attain this eternal unconsciousness 
pass through cycles of misery, either in the 
bodies of animals or in the various Buddhist 
hells. 

So teaches Mr.. Akamatz, who may be 
considered the present chief-priest of the 
sect, and who is regarded as the ablest and 
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most enlightened man in the Buddhist 
hierarchy. After studying Christianity and 
philosophy at Oxford, he returned to Japan 
about fifteen years ago, and he has since 
been the leading priest at the principal tem- 
ple of the sectat Kyoto. Afteralong study 
of Buddhist and Christian books, and of the 
eastern and western philosophies, this priest 
still maintains that the highest attainment 
of man and the supremest good is practi- 
cally not to be. The whole doctrine concern- 
ing Nirvana is mere negation, and the en- 
tire outcome practical annihilation, and 
quite as much so with these Shin Buddhists 
as with the others, if Mr. Akamatz is to be 
taken as an authority. 

Learning in the priesthood is more highly 
prized by the members of this sect than is 
the case with the other denominations of 
Buddhists, and promising young men are 
being sent not only to Oxford, but also to 
the Christian university at Kyoto, Japan. 
It is to be hoped that some of them, at least, 
will become spiritually enlightened while, 
they are there, and that after graduation, 
they will become propagators of Christianity, 
and not promoters of even the best form of 
Buddhism. 


AFRICA, 


AFFAIRS OF SINOE STATION. 

THE Rev. J. G. Monger writes from Sinoe 
station, February 23d, as follows: ‘‘Our 
work here continues to increase. We have 
opened a new point in an adjacent heathen 
town, having from fifty to sixty attendants 
upon Divine service. The boys and girls 
are taken to St. Paul’s Church each Lord’s 
Day. As this work has just begun we are 
not able yet to give any report of the result 


of our labor. The native Africans are very 
attentive and regular. 

‘* The members of our woman’s auxiliary 
here have pledged themselves to clothe the 
native children. Our church stands perma- 
nently here. The late general convocation 
assisted us here considerably. The clergy 
were all pleased with the station. I trust 
that the Lord will make us more faithful in 
doing His work.” 


CHINA. 


DEATH OF MISS SPENCER. 

WE announced briefly in the last number 
of this magazine the death of Miss Esther 
A. Spencer of the China mission, at her 
parents’ home in Delmar, Iowa, the intelli- 
gence of which sad event reached us just as 
the magazine was going to press. 

Only a fortnight before she had written 
with reference to arrangements for her re- 
turn to her work. She had been ailing for 
a week, but had not thought it necessary to 
seek medical advice. In the early morning 


of March 25th she was taken alarmingly 
worse, and soon became unconscious. She 
died at noon. The physician gave the 
cause of death as ‘‘ inflammation of the lungs 
and hemorrhage of the brain.” 

The particulars of Miss Spencer’s death 
were made known to the members of the 
Board of Managers at the meeting of April 
14th, when great regret was expressed for 
the loss the mission had sustained and an 
assurance of sympathy was extended to 
Miss Spencer’s relatives, 
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Miss Spencer was appointed in June, 
1882, as teacher of English in St. John’s 
College, but her departure was delayed for 
a year because of illness. She arrived in 
China in September, 1883, and after seven 
years’ faithful service she left Shanghai in 
March, 1890, for relaxation and rest, re- 
turning to this country by way of Europe. 


A NEED OF THE I-CHANG STATION, 

Bishop Boone, writing from Wuchang, 
January 14th last, made an appeal to the 
Board of Managers for a special appropri- 
ation of about $750, gold, to the I-chang 
work, which the Board, to its great regret, 
found itself unable to grant. It was ex- 
pected that the regular appropriation would 
be sufficient for the projected work at 
Ichang, but the loss by exchange between 
this country and China was much greater 
than had been anticipated. 

The necessity for this appeal by the Bishop 
has arisen in this way. Mr. Sowerby has 
bought a lot of land, sufficiently large for 
the erection of a house, a small school build- 
ing, and a future church, About $750 is 
needed for three things, which ought not to 
be unnecessarily delayed—first, an expen- 
diture of, say, $300 in completing the wall 
around the premises; secondly, $150 to fill 
up two large ponds on the ground, likely to 
become stagnant and unhealthful, and 
thirdly, $300, to build a ‘‘kotang” and 
building for a girls’ day-school on the lot. 


This last will provide head-quarters for: 


women’s work, and serve also for a centre 
formen’s work, These needs are very press- 
ing, and the Bishop hopes that they can 
soon be met. 


EXAMINATION AT ST, JOHN'S COLLEGE. 

The Rev. Yung Kiung Yen reports as 
follows to Bishop Boone, under date of 
February 8th, regarding an examination at 
the college, which he had held: ‘‘I send 
you a brief account of one of the examina- 
tions of St. John’s College, which I had the 
pleasure to attend, and on which I was to 
take a few notes, It was held on the 30th 
of January. The subjects were geology, 
chemistry, physics and astronomy in the 
Chinese language, being translations of 
English text-books. The oral part took 
place in the presence of several visitors. In 
astronomy and physics, the answers were 
coupled with demonstrations of diagrams 
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in Johnston's charts, and experiments with 
philosophical apparatus; and in chemistry 
with giving in alphabetical symbols the 
equivalents of compounds and elements, and 
of the results of various combinations; all of 
which were quickly and neatly done with 
few exceptions. 

‘As compared with the memoriter recita- 


tions of the Chinese classice, the examination 


in these natural sciences was refreshing and 
interesting to listeners because there were 
understanding, intelligence and liveliness 
displayed in the answers. In these studies 
mechanical memory and rote repetition find 
no place, and, moreover, the subject matter 
is such as lads fall readily into sympathy 
with. The only pity is that these lads do 
not remain in the institution long enough to 
take up advanced courses in these as in 
other sciences, for as a general thing the 
parents think they ought to be going into 
business at the age of seventeen or eighteen. 
There may be a change before long, and a 
full university course may be possible here as 
in the West. 

‘* Besides the oral there were written ex- 
aminations, which I afterward read over, 
graded, and returned to the head-master to 
be placed on file. 

“‘In geology, Pow-yon Chu ranked the 
highest. In chemistry, Kway-sung Wong, 
who is the only son of the revered Rev. K. 
C. Wong. In physics, Tsing-kong Woo. 
In astronomy, first class, Zung-yao Sz; in 
the second class, Zung-tsr Woo, 

‘“‘TIn conclusion, I may call attention to 
the remarkable fact that though hundreds 
of scientific books have been translated into 
the Chinese language at the expense of the 
government, yet the study of them is not 
carried on in native schools. There are in- 
deed so-called government colleges, but as 
a matter of fact they are schools for lan- 
guages and not for /iberal learning. What- 
ever of this latter has been introduced has 
been through the agency of missionary 
schools of the various churches. So, in 
this matter of secular learning, as in true 
religion, the Church is the leader and _pro- 
moter.” 


Among nearly 100 persons recently 
confirmed at one time in St. Bartholomew’s 
Church, New York city, the Rev. Dr. Greer, 
rector, there were Gentiles and Jews, Syrians, 
Chinese and Japanese.

PROPOSED JAPANESE COMMENTARY ON THE 
NEW TESTAMENT. 

Tue Rev. Henry D. Page, in writing from 
Tokyo, February 23d, says: ‘‘I send you 
a paper drawn up at a meeting of some 
of the clergy of the Church of England 
and our own mission. The paper shows 
that we are all impressed with the im- 
portance of providing Christian literature, 
especially such as sets forth and explains 
the Holy Scriptures, for our Church 
people in Japan, at the earliest possible 
moment. By aunion of forces and a division 
of the labor, the work can be done much 
more speedily, and, we hope, effectively, 
thanin any other way. Bishop Bickersteth, 
though somewhat reluctant at first to act, 
because of his official position as Bishop, 
and kindly suggesting my own name, has 
consented to be editor and to give to the 
whole work a general superintendence and 
direction. He is, apart from his general 
energy and ability, the most scholarly man 
amongst us, and his acting as editor will, 
we think, be a guarantee that whatever 
work is put forth by this company will be 


churchly, and, we also hope and believe, 


strong and scholarly as well; something 
that we shall not have occasion to be ashamed 
of. The work has already been divided 
among ten clergymen, though I have not 
yet had time to hear whether all will be able 
and willing to accept the tasks assigned 
them. Mr. McKim has consented to under- 
take the commentary on The Acts, Mr. 
Francis will take that on the Epistle to 
the Hebrews, and I have been asked to take 
the Gospel and Epistles of St. John, and 
the Epistle to the Ephesians, it being 
known that I have already done some pre- 
paratory work in that direction. The other 
seven clergy, so far as intended, are con- 
nected with the various English missions. 
“The plan will doubtless commend it- 
self to the friends at home. Personally, I 
am very glad of the opportunity of submit- 
ting my work to the judgment of a scholarly 
Churchman, and to a committee of brother 
clergymen, before venturing to publish any- 
thing to the world. It is an assurance both 
to me and to those at home who contribute, 
that what is published will be sound in 
theology and Churchmanship, and up toa 
decent level of scholarship and ability, 


‘‘The funds for the publication are not 
immediately needed, and I am not now 
making an appeal; but money will be needed 
before long, and I wish this plan to have a 
corner in your minds, and a good warm 
place in your sympathies, and if without 
special exertion you should meet a friend 
who would be glad to give to such a cause, 
please receive a gift in our behalf. 

‘As to the funds intended strictly for our 
own theological school alone, we are, it is 
perhaps not too strong to say, distressed. Mr. 
Woodman has been publishing on the 
Epistle to the Romans, but will have to 
send the class out. They leave for at least 
two years of evangelistic work next June, 
with a fragment of that Epistle instead of 
the whole, that is to say, they will have the 
translated notes as far as the eighth chapter, 
but no more ; the reason being that there is 
not money enough to translate and print the 
rest. It is the same thing in several other 
departments as well. However, I know the 
state of the finances this year, and do not 
wish to worry you, though, of course, there 
is no objection to letting the churches at 
home know that, in translating work, there 
is a real and pressing need of money. 

‘‘Mr. Morris’ resignation is quite a blow 
tous. The faculty of the theological school 
have written him a letter asking him to come 
back, if possible, for at least two more years, 
till we can get a little over this present dis- 
tress. Our trouble, you understand, is not 
only that we have so much teaching; but 
that books and lectures have to be prepared 
and published for the students as we go 
along. If a man wants to do some inde- 
pendent preparation and publication of his 
own material, he has quite a task laid upon 
him in the preparation of his matter for 
publication in a worthy shape. Some three 
or four more years of this sort of labor, and, 
having a theological course already pre- 
pared and published in Japanese, we could 
breathe more easily and hereafter publish 
more at our leisure and without the pressure 
of such an imperative need.” 


THE WORK AT NARA. 

The Rev. Isaac Dooman writes from Nara, 
February 12th, as follows: “ Last night I 
reached home from Tawaramoto at 11.30 
p.M. It being a fearfully cold night I have 
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been unable to go out to-day. I celebrated 
the Holy Communion at 11 a.m., being Ash- 
Wednesday and received acatechumen. At 
7 P.M. we had a preaching service at the 
church. The night being intensely cold 
very few came, only about thirty-five, 
but all were earnest hearers; no roughs and 
children put in an appearance to disturb us. 
We had three sermons; one was omitted on 
account of the cold. The catechist was the 
first speaker; the second, Mr. Yoshimura, is 
a young man of twenty-six, baptized by me 
last October. He is a wonderfully bright 
young man and expects to contest his dis- 
trict in the next election for the national 
diet. He was one of the leaders of the 
movement started by a few young men to 
capture Corea. He was arrested and sent 
to prison for two years and deprived of all 
civil rights for another two years. He isa 
very active Christian now. 

‘‘T followed after Mr. Yoshimura and was 
the last one, the meeting closing at 9.30 
o’clock. 

‘*Through the kindness of Mr. McKim a 
small edifice was built for the Christians 
here about two years ago. The building, 
however, has no fence, therefore the window- 
panes have been all broken and the walls 
disfigured, and as a large number of the 
Christians have left the place, the present 
congregation is unable to complete it, and 
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requested me yesterday to finish it. They 
said that about seventy yen are needed. At 


present I cannot spare from the small sum 
which Mr. McKim has passed to me, twenty- 
five dollars per month, and have not a single 
cent of specials, therefore, I either have to 
include it in my estimates for 1891-92, or 
to beg from somewhere. 

“TI think you will be glad to hear that we 
intend to open a ‘women’s annex’ in con- 
nection with the Nara school. At present 
most of the pupils are of ripe age, and hence 
no girls will attend the classes, but if a little 
Japanese house is rented and fitted for them 
they will attend more, and with our present 
corps of teachers (nine, myself included) 
we can carry on the additional work with- 
out any extra expense.” 


NEWS OF MR. AND MRS. PATTON. 

The Rev. J. T. Cole, secretary of the 
Standing Committee, writes from Tokyo: 
‘‘We hear from the Rev. Mr. Patton and wife 
—our last appointed missionaries—that their 
stay in Maebashi is pleasant and their time 
full of study, and that they are forming a 
pleasing circle of Japanese acquaintances. 
They both seem to be particularly fitted for 
the work which they have undertaken and 
for the peculiar advantages that residence in 
an interior town affords of seeing and know- 
ing the people.” 


HAITI. 


THE STATION AT 8ST. MARC. 

Bishop Houiy, writing from Port-au- 
Prince, March 11th, says: ‘‘The bi-monthly 
visit of the Rev. T. F. Holly to the new 
station established at St. Marc, which was 
due in February last, was not made until 
March 4th, owing to my prolonged visitation 
to the stations of the south of Haiti, which im- 
posed upon him the necessity of remaining 
here in charge of the work during my ab- 
sence. He returned yesterday after an ab- 
sence of a week, and reports, that during 
his stay at St. Marc a business meeting was 
held by the persons interested in the estab- 
lishment of the mission of our Church in 
that city; a committee of six persons was 
formed, charged, first, to obtain a list of 
subscribers whose joint subscriptions should 
amount to thirty dollars per month to meet 
the rent of a place in which to hold services 
and other contingent expenses; secondly, 


to find a proper location for the purpose ; 
and thirdly, to look out a lot of ground be- 
longing to the national domain suitable to 
build a church upon for the grant of which 
a petition should be sent to the government. 
Subscriptions to the amount of fifteen dol- 
lars monthly had been obtained by the com- 
mittee before the missionary left St. Marc 
to return home, and eight dollars were con- 
tributed toward the expenses of his trip. 
‘Sunday last, Mr. Holly preached and 
administered the Holy Communion; the lat- 
ter for the special benefit of the four commu- 
nicants of the Church resident at St. Marc. 
There is an apparent probability that it will 
be necessary for the missionary within the 
next twelve months, if God so wills it, to 
locate permanently at St. Marc, to prosecute 
effectively the advantages that seem to be 
opening up there before us to spread the 
Gospel by the establishment of the Church, 
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‘‘The prospective dismissal from their la- 
bors here of the Rev. T. F. Holly to carry 
on the work at St. Marc, and of the Rev. A. 
Farjean to occupy the station at Aquin will 
seriously diminish the staff of laborers at 
the centre of our missionary operations; but 
the call to go forward at the voice of the 
Lord, to occupy the land before us, seems to 
impose this necessity upon us; and we must 
therefore obediently resign ourselves to this 
call, and trust Him to meet in His own way 
and time the exigency thus created. 

‘‘Both of the projected missions are un- 
dertaken by exacting at the start a pledge 
of pecuniary contributions on the part of 
those interested therein, so as to insure the 
house-rent of the missionaries, as their sti- 
pends are too meagre and the cost of living 
here is too dear for those missionaries to go 
to a strange place without such a guarantee, 
where they may not find opportunity to sup- 
plement their stipends by other labors, as 
Mr. Holly has done here as a printer and 
Mr. Farjean as a bookbinder. As those 
places are smaller than the capital, the same 
opportunity thus to supplement their sti- 
pends is not to be expected.” 


CHURCH TRACTS IN FRENCH, AND MISSION 
WORK, 


The Rev. T. F. Holly writes as follows 
from Port-au-Prince, March 14th: ‘‘I beg 
to acknowledge the receipt of the Associate 
Secretary’s letter to me, dated the 27th Feb- 
ruary ult., and informing me that after some 
endeavors the Protestant Episcopal Tract 
Society consented to reprint in the French 
tongue their tract, ‘Why am I a Church- 
man?’, of which they had the plates, in order 
to meet my request. By the mail of this 
week I have received three parcels of them, 
and by the tenor of the said letter, I still 
expect the balance by the next opportunity. 

“‘T thank you greatly for this favor. 
Along with the French tract, ‘Ou’ est-ce que 
Eglise Anglicane?’? (‘What is the Angli- 
can Church?’), published by the Anglo-Con- 
tinental Society, and which I have already 
distributed at St. Marc, and will do so later 
in other parts of the North, they will pow- 
erfully contribute to create an interest in 
the Church and an extensive establishment 
of the same in that part of the island, where, 
except at Gros-Morne and Acul-du-Nord, 
it is generally not known. The various 
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tracts and booklets in manuscript form, 
such as the late Bishop Randall’s lecture, 
‘Why I am a Churchman,’ and others pub- 
lished by the various Church bookstores, 
and which I have been patiently translating 
for years, in view of this work, have exerted 
and will still exert a salutary influence. 
The result was, that during my last visit to 
St. Mare a group of influential and well- 
minded men met me and requested that I 
should establish the Church among them. 
They and many others have been inquirers 
after evangelical truth for many years, and 
for that purpose have attended the preach- 
ing at the Baptist chapel, which, by the 
way, is the only Protestant body in that 
place. A few services and conferences suf- 
ficed to convince them that this is the Church 
of their preference. Before leaving six of 
them were named to form a committee to 
provide the ways and means and to secure a 
place for its permanent establishment. 

‘‘Before closing, allow me to give youa 
description of St. Marc. St. Marc is situ- 
ated in the Department of the Artibonite. 
It is a commercial seaport, and is visited 
regularly every month by steamers and ves- 
sels from America and Europe. Its princi- 
pal exports are logwood and cotton, which 
latter article is more largely cultivated there 
than in other parts of the island. Also, itisa 
central point leading to the interior regions 
of the North, and to which the inhabitants 
must come with their produce or proceeds 
to the capital. 

“This latter consideration renders it more 
important to be occupied as a central point 
for the future missionary operations of our 
Church in that part of the island, and which 
will eventually spread its influence through- 
out the interior regions where the people 
still grope in darkness and ignorance. With 
time, patience, and perseverance I hope that 
the work will be firmly established there.”’ 


——A missionary lecturing on the Chris- 
tian education now being carried on among 
the women of India, used this touching ref- 
erence to Jesus Christ’s life on earth: 
“There are indications already that the 
homes of India are opening their doors to 
Him who was so welcome in the home at 
Bethany; there are indications that many a 
meditative Hindoo woman may love to sit 
at His feet. The zenana missionaries of 
India are doing a glorious work,”

JAPANESE GIRLS AND WOMEN. 


Auice Mase. Bacon is the author of an 
able and exceedingly interesting book on 
‘¢ Japanese Girls and Women,” which has 
been published by Houghton, Mifflin & 
Company, Boston. Miss Bacon has lived 
many years in Tokyo, and visited other 
places in Japan, and she has become familiar 
with the domestic life of all classes of the 
people. She has enjoyed the friendship of 
the Countess of Oyama and of other intelli- 
gent women in high social position, and her 
book furnishes inside views of female life 
in the homes of the nobility and gentry, as 
well as in those of professional men, mer- 
chants, and peasants. The pictures which 
she presents of the condition and treatment 
of women in the upper middle and higher 
ranks of life are more sombre than are 
drawn by some foreign writers who have not 
had her opportunities for knowing the facts, 
though Miss Bird, in her ‘‘ Unbeaten Tracks 
in Japan,” gives very much the same views. 
Still, the latter was much less familiar with 
the subject than Miss Bacon, as she was 
only a traveller and not a long-time resident 
in the country. 

A wife, if she be of the higher classes, is 
not the intimate friend of her husband, and 
isin no sense his confidante and adviser, 
but she is simply the less important, wait- 
ing upon the more important, the ser- 
vant deferring to her master. She ‘‘must 
bear all things from him with smiling 
face and agreeable manners, even to the 
receiving with open arms, into the house- 
hold, some other woman, whom she knows 
to bear the relation of concubine to her 
own husband.” The emperor and the 
princes have many concubines, the former 
daimios or noblemen a somewhat less number, 
and the former samurai or gentry are per- 
mitted to have two each. 

It is the Japanese women who are bread- 
winners who have the most freedom and 
independence. As they contribute an im- 
portant part of the family revenue, they are 
obeyed and respected accordingly. ‘‘ The 
Japanese lady, at her marriage, lays aside 
her independent existence to become the 
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subordinate and servant of her husband 
and parents-in-law, and her face, as the 
years go by, shows how much she has given 
up, and how completely she has sacrificed 
herself to those about her.” The woman 
who is a bread-winner, however, ‘‘ when she 
marries, works side by side with her hus- 
band, finds life full of interest outside of the 
simple household work, and as the years go 
by, her face shows more individuality, more 
pleasure in life, less suffering and disap- 
pointment, than that of her wealthier and 
less hard-working sister.” 

Miss Bacon says that a great obstacle to 
the higher education of the young women of 
Japan is the determination of parents to 
have all their daughters married and off their 
hands as soon as they are sixteen years of 
age. A girl is not forced to marry a man 
who is very repugnant to her, but marry 
some one she must, and a mere tolerance of 
the man selected for her is all that is ex- 
pected of her. If, however, she is already 
attached to one who is desirous of marrying 
her, their mutual wishes are respected, but 
there must be no delay in the marriage. 

At any time after marriage the husband 
may, for any whim whatever, send back his 
wife in disgrace to her parents, as a divorced 
wife, when she is either compelled to marry 
some one else or go out to domestic service; 
unless, indeed, she had been a very favorite 
daughter, when the parents relent and let 
her stay at home, at least for a time. All 
that Japanese law requires a man to do when 
he wishes to put away his wife is to have 
her name erased from the official register 
of his family, and have it re-entered on that 
of her family. 

There has been a great reform in the laws 
of Japan during the last twenty-five years, 
but this and other laws which bear hard 
upon women, have not as yet been repealed, 
though many enlightened Japanese, es- 
pecially those who have become Christians, 
are laboring energetically for their abolition. 
But much more than a mere reform in the 
laws is needed. There must be a much 
wider dissemination of Christianity, and a 
much more extended Christianizing of the 
people, before the women of Japan will re- 
ceive that treatment which is their due, and 
which is accorded to them only in Christian 
countries. 

Miss Bacon says that ‘‘Buddhism and 
Confucianism failed to place the women of 
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Japan upon even as high a plane as they had 
occupied in the old barbaric times. To 
Christianity they must look for the security 
and happiness which it has never failed to 
give to the wives and mothers of all Chris- 
tian nations.”

A WOMAN’S TRIP TO ALASKA. 


Tur Home Mission Monthly says that ‘A 
Woman's Trip to Alaska,” by Mrs. General 
C. H. T. Collis, is ‘‘a most attractive and 
altogether readable book.” Extracts are 
given concerning the visit ‘‘ quite by acci- 
dent” to the American Presbyterian mission 
at Sitka, and during which Mrs. Collis says 
she had the most interesting experience of 
her whole trip. 

Of the mission Mrs. Collis writes: ‘Of 
course I had read about this mission; all the 
books on Alaska refer to it more or less; yet 
the knowledge of its existence had brought 
no special desire to visit the place. To me 
Sitka was the vestige of a departed empire; 
the home of a decaying race of aborigines; 
a depot for the sale of Russo-Indian relics 
and curios; a pretty little town timidly hid- 
ing away in among the mountains; and for 
that I had come to see it and had been amply 
repaid. But the ‘mission’ I had never 
thought of; perhaps the book-writer had 
failed to attract me to to it; perhaps my 
faith in missions generally was not very con- 
firmed; perhaps I did not believe what I 
read about them. Be that as it may, here- 
after no man, nor woman either, shall outdo 
me in words of praise and thanks for the 
glorious Godlike work which is being per- 
formed by the good people who are rescuing 
the lives, the bodies, and the souls of these 
poor creatures from the physical and moral 
deaths they are dying. Iam nota Christian 
woman; my faith is that of a chosen people 
who were led out of Egyptian tyranny and 
darkness by the pillar of fire and the pillar 
of cloud; but my whole nature is in accord 
with these Christian menand women, whose 
immolation and sacrifices to regenerate their 
fellow-creatures will surely meet with 
heavenly reward, no matter what their 
creed.” 

Mrs. Collis visited the schools, in which 
there were about 100 boys and fifty girls, 
whose faces had assumed an expression of 
intelligence so different from the stupid, 
blear-eyed appearance of those she had seen 
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in the rancherie. She also went to see how 
the pupils live when they marry and go to 
housekeeping, and she found evidences of 
industry, cleanliness and refinement. She 
concluded as follows: ‘‘It is said some- 
where that it is only a single step from civil- 
ization to barbarism; perhaps so. If all 
wrong-doing is barbaric the saying is not 
only trite but true, for a false civilization 
often begets the very worst of crimes. But 
I and those ladies and gentlemen who 
accompanied me through the rancherie and 
the schools at Sitka, can vouch for the fact 
that it is only half a mile from savage, un- 
civilized ignorance, superstition, filth and 
immorality, to education, deportment, thrift, 
domestic felicity, and all human happi- 
ness.” 


ENDURANCE AND VICTORY. 

In a vigorous article headed, ‘‘ Anti-Hum- 
bug,’’ Lady Jeune introduces to the readers 
of the National Observer a little book called 
‘* Life in Darkest England,” written by Mr. 
Jay, the incumbent of an East-End parish, 
which tells a story of courage, endurance 
and victory over surroundings and a society 
as low and degraded and hopeless as any- 
thing that Mr. Booth has discovered. Hav- 
ing been selected by the Bishop of London 
to take charge of a new mission in Shore- 
ditch, this Mr. Jay found himself in a 
parish of about 8,000, living on six acres 
of ground. With no income or private 
means, without church or school, surrounded 
by houses containing criminals only, with 
public-houses on every side, and death and 
disease elbowing him as he walked along 
the filthy streets, his task seemed absolutely 
hopeless. This was in 1887. Now, on the 
foundations of what was one of the foulest 
and lowest of houses stands a substantial 
church which is filled even on working 
evenings. A reading-room, boys’ and girls’ 
clubs and homes, mothers’ meetings, child- 
ren’s dinners, entertainments, country holi- 
days—these and scores of other agencies are 
firmly and successfully established. The 
story which Mr. Jay tellsis, says Lady Jeune, 
only one of many, for East London is full of 
such men and their helpers, who spend their 
lives in silently battling with sin and suffer- 
ing. Innumerable church spires rise in the 
midst of miles of poor and humble dwell- 
ings, but the clergy have no time to blow 
the trumpet and sound the drum, and their 
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fellow-workers, without whose aid not one 
reform could have been accomplished, are 
quite content to remain unheard of and un- 
known beyond the narrow limits of the 
parish.—London Correspondent of the Stan- 
dard of the Cross and the Church. 


ONE DAY’S. OPEN-AIR PREACHING. 


Tue Rev. J. A. Elliott, an English mis- 
sionary in India, gives the following very 
lively account of one day’s open-air preach- 
ing: ‘Two native brethren preceded us and 
began the preaching. When we arrived we 
found them in the heat of controversy; some 
Mohammedans, as usual at the boiling point, 
and one Hindu, declaring that he would 
argue and argue until he broke up our 
preaching and would not move until he did. 
When I came up, some young students of 
the government high school (who knew me 
well, as I have addressed them on one or two 
public occasions) said, ‘Oh, here comes the 
Padri Sahib, now we will see some fun.’ 

‘¢ By means of a good-humored raillery, I 
managed in ten minutes to quiet the Mussul- 
mans and got the crowd into a good frame 
of mind and quite over on to my side, but 
the Hindu held out and was the object of 
universal attention. I then turned to him, 
and with a merry twinkle in my eye, said: 

“¢¢ And now, pandit, what is your game?’ 

‘¢ ¢T have no special game on.’ 

‘<<T)o you wish, then, to hear us preach?’ 

‘¢<T have neither eyes nor ears for you or 
your discourses.’ 

“¢¢ Why are you standing here then?’ 

6¢ ¢ Just so.’ 

‘¢¢Then you remind us of the familiar 
proverb, ‘‘ The piper may pipe, but the in- 
sensible ‘bhains’ (water-buffalo) stands inob- 
servant, chewing his cud.”’ 

‘“¢The crowd simply roared with laughter. 
The Hindu came to the charge again and 
said, ‘Yes, I am the water-buffalo, but you 
are the piper.’ 

‘‘There was a sting in this, because the 
words he used and the gesture he employed 
made out that I was a minstrel, and my lis- 
teners dancing-girls and lookers on. I 
accepted the position at once, and replied, 
‘Well, friends, ll now begin to pipe, but 
will this water-buffalo dance?’ 

‘‘The crowd laughed again. The pandit 
saw the crowd was against him, so he 
cleared away out of it. 
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‘“ Stop, stop,’ I said, ‘you said you were 
going to silence us; won’t you stay?’ 

‘* ¢ Not now, I have some business.’ 

“The Mohammedans literally hooted him 
out. 

“¢ Silence, silence,’ a number of voices 
cried out, ‘let us have the preaching now.’ 
I spoke for forty minutes, I am told. I 
spoke on the Parable of the Ten Virgins. 
The crowd grew until the road was simply 
blocked. Notaman spoke. I was listened 
to, to the very end, with the greatest of re- 
spect and interest. Some seemed moved. 

‘“‘As evening fell on us, a few little 
earthern ‘chirags’ (lamps) began to twinkle 
in the surrounding shops; I concluded by 
saying, ‘Brethren, the evening is gathering 
around us, darkness will soon throw her 
sheet around us, and we will silently wend 
our way homeward. But, brethren, a darker 
might—the night of death—awaits us all; 
through its darkness and in its sacred still- 
ness, the voice that you disregard now, the 
voice from which you now turn away, will call 
upon you, with awful loudness, ‘‘ The Bride- 
groom cometh, go yeoutto meet Him.” Are 
you now ready, to-night? Will you be ready 
then? See to this matter, brethren, repent 
now and turn to Him who is willing and 
waiting to receive you.’ 

“Numbers of the Mohammedans said, 
‘By the name of Allah, the great God, he 
speaketh truth and his words are well 
chosen.’ ” 


THE INDIAN AND THE ANCIENT 
BRITON. 


Tue Indian has those tendencies which 
are in all mankind; in other words, the 
common properties of humanity. These 
make him a man, and distinguish him from 
the lower animals. 

We can form an idea of the ancient Britons 
from the account which has been given of 
them by historians. They painted their 
bodies cerulean, often with the figures of 
animals; they wore long and shaggy hair, 
and were clothed with skins. They believed 
in gods many, and practised the mystic rites 
of the Druids, in which there was nothing 
to give them moral and spiritual ideas. 
They offered human sacrifices, which were 
supposed to be pleasing to the gods. A 
community of women, including mothers 
and daughters, fathers and sons, was the 
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rule of the family. They offered prisoners 
of war as sacrifices pleasing to the gods, and 
in times of danger their best men submitted 
to death to appease their deities. There 
were frequent wars between the different 
tribes; and their armies were at times led 
or rallied by their women, as they were by 
Boadicea for instance. 

From this race, or a like race, the great 
body of the people of that country have 
sprung, and the most of those present at 
this convention. We know how these bar- 
barians were elevated. First, the mission- 
aries of the Cross proclaimed Jesus and the 
blessing of salvation to them, and they were 
led by the power of God to listen and believe 
and to propagate the faith. I am sure that 
by the grace of God and the same means the 
Indians may be raised to a like belief and 
civilization.— Reo. Dr. McCosh. 


A REMARKABLE COLLECTION. 


Ar a recent meeting of the native Chris- 
tians at Port Moresby, in the island of New 
Guinea, in behalf of the missionary cause, 
the collection consisted of thirty-seven dol- 
lars in cash, and 320 spears; sixty-five shell 
armlets; ninety-two bows and 180 arrows, 
besides shields, drums, shell necklaces, 
feather and other ornaments. The Rev. C. 
W. Abel, who had recently arrived at Port 
Moresby, writes as follows concerning this 
remarkable collection: ‘‘It will be as well, 
perhaps, to explain that the majority of 
these people have no money, and hence it is 
necessary to accept any article from them 
upon which money can be realized. The 
articles mentioned are to be sold as ‘curios.’ 
Many of these are highly prized by the na- 
tives themselves. Some of the articles of 
dress—or rather, decoration—are only al- 
lowed to be worn by those who have com- 
plied with certain not very laudable con- 
ditions of qualification. 

‘‘After the contributions had been re- 
ceived, Mr. Lawes called upon each of the 
delegates in turn to address the meeting. 
They appeared to speak without hesitation; 
but probably this was because I was unable 
to understand what they were saying. I 
might have thought them less eloquent if I 
had been able to follow them more intelli- 
gently. Sometimes their gesticulations 
gave me an occasional insight into the na- 
ture of their remarks. You only wanted 
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eyes to follow the thought of a man who, 
in the course of his speech, would pick up 
one of the spears, and brandish it wildly over 
his head without in the least alarming the 
people at whom it was pointed. The day 
when these weapons were used for the de- 
struction of human life is past, so far as 
Port Moresby is concerned. It must have 
been exceedingly gratifying to those present, 
who have worked here ever since the mission 
was commenced, seventeen years ago, to wit- 
ness the great change which their influence 
and teaching have wrought in the minds 
and over the lives of these people. The 
whole service lasted a little over two hours; 
and, as many of the people had already at- 
tended the usual six o’clock meeting the 
same morning, it was a matter of surprise to 
me that they listened to the end with such 
marked attention and interest.”

The Church of England in Asia, with its 
thirteen Bishops and 713 clergymen. 

The Church of England in Africa, with 
its thirteen Bishops and 350 clergymen. 

The Church of England in Australia, with 
twenty-one Bishops and 269 clergymen. 

Scattered, nine Bishops and 120 clergy-

——Bishop Tucker writes that the native 
Christians of Uganda are so eager to get a 
copy of the New Testament in the Swahili 
language that a man will work for three 
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months to obtain it. Only a limited edition 
of the completed volume has as yet reached 
the country. 


——The Basel missionaries in China labor 
principally among the highlanders of the 
southeastern part of the empire, a region 
which with fond recollection of their Swiss 
homes they call the ‘‘Oberland.” They 
have 3,482 converts. 


—tThe Rev. J. Tylen a veteran mission- 
ary among the Zulus, writes that the large 
tribe of Amastazi, in southeastern Africa, 
seems destined to be swept away, and that, 
too, in a short time, by the rum supplied to 
them by unscrupulous white men. 


——The Jijt Shinpo, a leading daily news- 
paper of Tokyo, Japan, says: ‘‘ Had there 
been no missionaries here and had things 
been left to follow the merchant’s conveni- 
ence, this country’s amicable relations with 
foreign states would have been brought into 
very questionable relations ere now.” 


—Bishop Smythies has returned to Africa 
accompanied by three clergymen and two 
ladies, making a complete mission staff of 
seventy persons. During his sojourn in 
Europe the Bishop visited Berlin, and was 
cordially welcomed by the young emperor 
of Germany, who spoke with marked sym- 
pathy and appreciation of the Universities’ 
mission. 


It is gratifying to know that the eight 
missionaries who have gone to labor among 
the ten millions of the Balolos, on the upper 
Congo, report the region to be healthy. A 
missionary at the Lolongo station writes: 
‘“‘Only one lady here has suffered from 
fever since our arrival fourteen months ago; 
three of us have enjoyed wonderfully good 
health. The combined fevers of all three 
of us may perhaps have lasted twenty-four 
hours.” 


Mr. Quarrier, who is carrying on 
Christian work in what may be called dark- 
est Scotland, viz., the worst part of the 
city of Glasgow, was recently visited by 
some persons from the western coast, who 
laid upon his table $10,000 in bank notes 
for the building of an orphanage. They 
desired that no names, not even initials 
should be published, and they declined to 
take a receipt, saying to Mr. Quarrier: ‘‘ You 
have got the money, and that is enough.”

Colored Mission School in Lenoir, writes, could not be told me just now. I felt 

April 10th: so utterly discouraged, that I had written 
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~ you a card, asking you to return the letter 
and I would give up the struggle, and was 
just giving it to the boy to mail, when your 
second letter was handed me, and I waited 
to read it, and now I feel equal to telling 
the oft-repeated history of my work to any- 
body that willlisten. Ihave asked for $250, 
but another $100 will enable me to havea 
very comfortable house, and I shall be so glad 
and thankful to begin our fall session in it. 

‘* This day-school for Colored children was 
begun ten years ago, during the rectorship 
of the Rev. F. L. Bush, and owes its origin 
entirely to his earnest, persevering efforts. 
He had great faith in the children’s capacity 
for being educated and elevated, and be- 
lieved that daily instruction and frequent 
attendance on the services would lead them 
to a better form of worship and better, 
happier lives. His example and zeal in- 
spired me with courage to undertake to 
teach them, but I must confess it was with 
many misgivings that I did so. I soon 
learned to love my work, and had every 
encouragement to persevere. Theschool was 
under the immediate control and supervision 
of the rector. In looking over my reports of 
those days, I find these items: ‘Thirty 
names enrolled the first month, interest and 
attendance unabated when the school closed 
in July.’ ‘A marked improvement in' the 
appearance and manners of the children.’ 
‘Mr. Bush visited and catchised the school 
regularly. They attended church weekly 
and on all the Feast and Fast Days, and soon 
learned to find the places and go through 
the service unaided.’ ‘Teacher’s salary, 
fifteen dollars per month. All expenses 
paid by the rector and friends at the north.’ 

‘*We had trouble in getting a house even 
then, but midway between Lenoir and Free- 
dom, the negro village, stood an old 
dilapidated academy, and Mr. Bush rented 
a room in this, had it repaired, and we have 
used it ever since, until the past winter, 
when we found we could not endure the 
cold and dampness. I rented another, and 
with five dollars’ worth of repairs, and a 
cast-off stove from the church, we managed 
to keep tolerably comfortable. The chil- 
dren have been brave and faithful through 
all the cold wet weather, trudging through 
mud over their shoe-tops, and doing their 
best to be orderly and studious in the un- 
comfortable room. I have been compelled 
to close the day-school, because we could no 
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longer get the house, and the roads are so 
bad, that even the well-to-do people have to 
economize in wood. We did this until we 
all got sick, and when we could not get any 
wood, we could not go on. The Sunday- 
school will continue all summer, and I shall 
not lose sight of my scholars during the va- 
cation. You are aware that the Connecticut 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary pays my 
salary, $200. But for this, I should have 
been compelled to abandon the work before 
this. Other friends have sent clothing, 
books, etc., so that things have brightened 
since ’81. 

‘¢The frequent change of rectors has been 
against us, too, though each one has shown 
a warm interest in the school. After Mr. 
Bush’s health failed and he went away, I 
struggled on alone, without any certain aid 
of any kind. Mr. Weston’s letter speaks for 
his interest and willingness to help me, so 
does Bishop Lyman’s. And this ready re- 
sponse from St. Augustine’s League has dis- 
pelled the gathering doubts and discourage- 
ments, and filled my heart with joy and 
thankfulness. Many of my first scholars are 
in demand as house-maids, and are found 
efficient and reliable, and some are married 
and have neat little houses of theirown. I 
have some very promising boys and girls 
now. One of the girls I am educating to 
be my assistant. I havea sewing-class, and 
I appoint my girls, two at a time, house- 
keepers, in this way training them to habits 
of neatness and order. 

‘‘ We have been without a rector ever since 
Mr. Weston went away, until Passion Week, 
when our new rector, Dr. Buxton, came to 
us. He has yet to become acquainted with 
my school, but he is much interested in the 
Colored work, and is present at the Sunday- 
school, which he has in the ‘ white folks’ 
church’ at three o’clock in the afternoon. If 
I can get a school-house, we can be inde- 
pendent of ‘de white folks’ and more of the 
Colored people will come. They have their 
own meeting-houses (Methodist) in ‘Free- 
dom,’ and a public school, three months 
in the year, and do not want to feel de- 
pendent on anybody else; but the daily lives 
of some of their leaders and their manner 
of worship are too sad for anything. 

‘And now Iam sure I have written enough, 
incoherent as it is, to convince you that we 
need that school-house and all of the sym- 
pathy and interest that can be spared to us,”

WORK IN TOWN AND COUNTRY. 

Mrs. Page writes from Tokyo, February 
27th: ‘‘ Not long since I extracted from: Mr. 
Page an account of one of his country trips, 
that I thought might be of use to you in 
speaking of our work out here. Mr. Page, 
Miss Fanny Perry and O Raku San, the 
Bible woman and interpreter, went to Kum- 
agaito to hold services for our Christians 
and to help the Christians to reach the 
heathen. It proved to be the New Year 
according to the old calendar, and the town 
was full of people, and it was market-day. 

‘‘Leaving Miss Perry and O Raku San to 
teach a class of women gathered to hear 
what Miss Perry had to tell them, Mr. Page 
with the catechist went out to see what they 
could do to gain a hearing from the crowds 
on the streets. Mr. Page took a large 
picture of the Crucifixion, fastened it to a 
pole, and walked down the street with it, to 
a clear space in that part of the town. A 
large crowd of people followed him, and 
when he planted his banner and began to 
tell the people about the picture, they stood 
there and listened to him quietly and at- 
tentively for two hours. After preaching 
there for that length of time, he went to the 
other end of the town, and repeated it to an 
entirely new congregation. I do not know 
how many people there were assembled, but 
as many as he could make hear. After 
preaching he distributed tracts, and so eager 
were the people for them, that he found no 
small difficulty in keeping his feet, and 
in keeping some of the tracts. 

‘©On returning to the hotel after the two 
discourses, Mr. Page found that, after finish- 
ing her class, Miss Perry had gone out to 
distribute tracts, but being short and light 
of weight, the crowd had nearly pulled her 
to pieces in their eagerness to get her tracts, 
and she was glad to make her escape, con- 
vinced that she had better let some one else 
take that part of the work in the future. 

“This street preaching and distributing of 
tracts on market-day was sowing seed broad- 
cast, for people were in the town from all the 
country round about. 

‘*Mr. Page has done a good deal of street 
preaching this winter. The people are slow 
to go to a preaching-place, for they do not 
care to indentify themselves to that extent 
with Christians, but they are perfectly will- 


ing to stand out in the cold and listen by 
the hour. 

“Miss Page has just returned from a preach- 
ing place she visits in the city here. She 
was not gone long this time, because they 
had only one sermon; sometimes they have 
three or four. Miss Page presides at the 
organ. One evening, when they had lis- 
tened to three long sermons, all that the 
people could remember, and seeing that two 
others were prepared to preach, Miss Page 
quietly began to sing the hymn, ‘ Lord dis- 
miss us with Thy blessing,” which has been 
translated into Japanese. The remaining 
speakers did not know how to proceed 
after this, so the little company was dis- 
missed. If you had ever listened to seven 
sermons in succession, you would have 
appreciated this method of bringing the 
meeting to a close. You understand that 
this is not a service for Christians, but a 
‘preaching’ to reach the heathen. 

‘‘T wonder if you realize what it means to 
the mission to have the Misses Perry become 
members of it. They have a large work, 
and are blessed in a remarkable degree in 
everything that they do. This past week 
Miss Anna Perry has been asked to teach 
Christianity to a school. The principal said 
that he did not care for English, but that he 
wanted the pupils instructed in Christianity. | 
One of the young men whom she has brought 
to a knowledge of God and His Son is to 
be her interpreter. They will be satisfied 
with one lesson a week, but would like to 
have more. Mr. Page is now preparing for 
Baptism a class of four of her young men. 
Their work seems to be spreading out in 
every direction, for these young men bring 
their friends, and they seem to work ina 
most interested way. Mr. Page has the 
oversight of their work, so that in this way 
I know more about it than I should other- 
wise do.” 


Miss Page writes on the 9th of March: 
‘* We have had a very happy winter in the 
mission. Our fortnightly meeting for inter- 
cession has been a means of drawing us to- 
gether and making us feel more one in the 
work. Mr. Page reports the country work 
as being much stirred and blessed. We 
unite with all the catechists on Monday 
nights in prayer for the country stations, and 
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~ there is a marked change in these men them- 
selves, in consecration and earnestness as 
well as in the increased interest of the 
people. 

“‘It is really inspiring to hear Mr. Page’s 
and Miss Perry’s accounts of the work, when 
they return from their country trips. It 
makes me eager for the time to come when 
Ican go too. To-day they told me of a 
Buddhist priest who came to inquire of 
Christianity, not to put hard questions as so 
many do; but he told of his disappointed 
hopes in Buddhism, that he found in it 
nothing of repentance or confession of sins, 
nor any power to purify the heart and wash 
away his sins. He felt especial needs and 
spoke with intense earnestness. 

“You ask me to tell you of the work I have 
found to do. I am very glad I have found 
something I can do while studying the lan- 
guage, else I fear I would be impatient. I 
have three hours in the morning with my 
teacher, O Hana San, then two hours after 
lunch, of study alone. Three afternoons in 
the week we teach the children at Mr. 
Page’s preaching-place, and I go two nights 
in the week to play the organ for services 
at the same place. The children are bright 
and lovable and come very well, though 
they are a good deal persecuted by their 
friends. Sometimes their parents and 
school-teachers oppose their coming. 
O Hana San and I have begun visiting the 
women in the neighborhood; we are received 
very kindly since the children are fond of 
us, though Christianity is generally disliked. 
I hope we can get some permanent work 
started among the women. One very nice 
class which I enjoy particularly is in our 
Sunday-school. I have fourteen of St. Mar- 
garet’s brightest girls who can be taught in 
English. They have joined the Scripture 
Union with me, so we read together during 
the week also. Miss Perry has helped me 
in every way in my work. She let me have 
O Raku, her interpreter, twice a week, while 
O Hana San was too delicate to go with me 
to the preaching place, and she has kindly 
shared her Bible-pictures with me. These 
are the greatest possible help. Old and 
young crowd round to look and listen. 
You know the kind of pictures I mean, the 
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large rolls. There are smaller separate ones 
that I should like very much to take from 
house to house when visiting. If you could 
get me some, I would be so grateful. 

The language comes on fairly well. I enjoy 
it thoroughly, which is one good point, and 
am not at all discouraged at the difficulties. 
After Mrs. Francis moved to Tsukiji, she 
and I started a class with Mr. Page as 
teacher. This we have once a week, and are 
drilled in verbs and idioms. Our teacher 
does not spare us, and gives us very difficult 
lessons. Miss Goepp, Miss Sprague and 
Miss Suthon Lave joined us and so we have 
avery pleasant class and a very profitable 
one.” 


On March 11th, Miss Aldrich writes: ‘I 
must tell you how thankful I am to the 
ladies of the Auxiliary for their quick and 
sympathetic response to my letters concern- 
ing the subject of our new building, and 
especially is my gratitude due to the ladies 
of St. James’, New York, who have already 
sent an installment for the building fund. 
And though Miss Jay prudently warns me 
not to be too hopeful, still my interest is so 
deep in the matter, and my hope so strong, 
notwithstanding the warning, that I am 
ever on the lookout for desirable lots, and 
have set on foot inquiries about several that 
I have already come across in my walks in 
the vicinity. 

‘We are now just about starting a new 
work, and one I have long felt was most 
desirable, but with my own hands full, I 
was unable to undertake it myself. It is 
the opening of an afternoon Sunday-school 
for little children in the neighborhood. The 
first of this week I sent invitations to such 
a school, to the parents, through one of the 
day-scholars who know them, and she has 
brought back favorable replies, I think, 
from all; ten children, at all] events, are 
promised for the opening day, next Sunday, 
and we are quite delighted with so goodly 
a number to begin with. Miss Goepp will 
take charge of the work, which she is very 
much delighted to have, being very fond of 
children and thus well adapted to it. God 
grant success to her efforts,” 


Offerings are asked to sustain missions in thirteen missionary jurisdictions and 
thirty-four dioceses, also among the Indians and among the Colored People in our 
land, as well as missions in China, Japan, Africa, Haiti and Greece—to pay the 
salaries of sixteen Bishops and stipends to 1,000 missionary workers, and to sup- 
port schools, hospitals and orphanages. $500,000 are asked for this year.

EXPLANATION OF THE SCHOLARSHIP PLAN. 

Ir was formerly the custom with many Sunday-schools and individuals wishing to do a definite thing in 
the Foreign field, and to do it all, to contribute annually for the support of a particular child in Africa, or in 
China. In frequent cases such child was given a name by the contributor. This plan, excellent in theory 
was found to work very badly in so many instances that it was finally determined to discourage all such con- 
tributions. The boys and girls in our Missions, like boysand girls in Christian lands, sometimes in after life 
failed to honor their names. And, again, scholars would be recalled by parents from the schools, and then 
be entirely lost sight of, to the distress of those who had done so much for their spiritual enlightenment. It 
was for these reasons that the Scholarship plan was adopted; under which it is only agreed that a pupil 
shall be sustained by each scholarship, and that a brief account of the pupil for the time being shall be sent 
to the supporter annually. The same pupil is retained as long as may be. 

For all their Boarding-schools the Board makes definite appropriations annually. An appropriation of 
a given number of dollars implies the support and education of a given number of pupils. It was, there- 
fore, determined to invite from individuals, branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary, churches and Sunday- 
schools, definite contributions of either one hundred dollars, or seventy dollars, or fifty dollars, or forty dol- 
lars, or twenty-five dollars, as the case might require, for the support of these Scholarships. 

We take this opportunity to say a few words with regard to the importance of this kind of work, which 
will be of special interest to the children who are engagedin it. Inthe various Mission fields it is among the 
children that we have the greatest hope and promise of success, for our Missionaries can take them when 
they are very young and instruct them, just as they would children in a Christian country, in the truths of 
the Christian religion. Thusthey learn to grow up as Christians instead of as pagans, and returning to their 
own people act as leaven which, in time, may leaven the whole lump of heathen ignorance with the knowl- 
edge of the truth of Jesus. They become. after a time, fathers and mothers, and then teach their children 
the truth which they have been taught. So a mighty influence is set in motion, which may reach down 
through generations and ages, and at last bring all these great nations to Christ.
